INTRODUCTION, 


The City has annually since 1821 issued a volume contain- 
ing, until 1829, a register of the City Council and a list of 
the officers. In 1829, the City Charter, in 1830, the acts 
relating to Boston and the ordinances, and in 1832 an index 
were added. The volume for 1822 contains fifteen pages, 
and for 1840 eighty-five pages and three pages of index. 
The volume up to, and including, 1840 bears the title of The 
Rules and Orders of the Common Council, and since that 
year the title of The Municipan Reeister. The Municipal 
Register for 1841 contains the Rules and orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a list of the public 
schools, the City government of 1841, the committees and 
departments (consisting at that time of the treasury, law, 
police, health, public land and buildings, lamps and bridges, 
fire, and public charitable institutions), and a list of the 
ward officers; from 1842 to 1864, it also contains a list of 
the members of preceding City governments, a necrological 
record of these members, the latest ordinances and the special 
statutes relating to the city; in 1851 a list of the annual 
orators was added, and in 1853 a map of the City and the 
rules of the Board of Aldermen were inserted ; in 1876 statis- 
tics of registration and voting were included, and since 1579 
in tabulated form; in 1883 portraits of the Mayor and pre- 
siding officers of the two branches of the City Council were 
included, and in 1888 a list of the members of the past City 
governments of Roxbury and Charlestown was added, and 
continued to 1890. Since 1889 the MunicipaL REGISTER is 
in substantially the form of the present volume.

THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


[It has been the aim of the compiler to put in the form of an Act the 
powers now held by, and the duties imposed on, the city, and on certain 
public officers, and with this aim in view he has made his own construction 
and arrangement of the sections now in force of Chapter 448, of the Acts 
of 1854, commonly called the ‘‘ City Charter,” passed April 29, 1854, 
and accepted by vote of the inhabitants, November 13, 1854, and the 
laws relating to said city and officers passed since said date and prior to 
July 1, 1896. He believes that these sections show the law as it now is, 
although not in the words in which it has been passed. The references 
in the margin are to the authority for the law as stated in the sections 
to which they apply. | ‘ 


CORPORATORS.

The city seal was adopted by “ An Ordinance to Establish 
the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which provides 
“That the design hereto annexed, as sketched by John 
Rk. Penniman, giving a view of the city, be the device of the 
city seal; that the motto be as follows, to wit: ‘Sicut patribus 
sit Deus nobis;’ and that the inscription be as follows: — 
‘ Bostonia condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis regimine donata, 
A.D. 1822.’” The motto is taken from 1 King’s; VITEaa 

The seal as it then appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed and has ever since 
continued to be used, first appeared on page 221 of the 
volume of laws and ordinances commonly known as the 
“First Revision” published in 1827, and is continued on 
the city seal at the present time by Revised Ordinances 
of 1892, Chapter 1, Section 5, which provides that “The 
seal of the city shall be circular in form; shall bear a view 
of the city; the motto ‘Sicut Patribus Sit Deus Nobis,’ 
and the inscription, ‘ Bostonia Condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis 
Regimine Donata, A.D. 1822,’ as herewith set forth.” 

The seal as changed in 1827 and as it has ever since 
appeared, is shown opposite the title page.

RULES AND ORDERS. 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
_ order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the pre- 
ceding regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, 
the senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

RULE 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the board; and no other 
business shall be in order until the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. 

RULE 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Rue 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any member, make a 
division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rute 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all questions 
relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rute 6. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise to state a 
motion or put a question to the board. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote to be taken; and 
when any member so requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or 
verified by yeas and nays. 

RuLeE 8. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill all vacancies 
therein, and designate the rank of the members thereof. 

RULE 9. When the chairman of the board or the chairman p7o 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any member to it; 
but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 


MOTIONS. 


RULE 10. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the chairman 
shall so direct. 
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Rute 11. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisi- 
ble; but a motion to strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, 
or a motion to strike out and insert. : 

RULE 12. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RuLE 13. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, be 
referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order : 


To a standing committee of the board. 
To a special committee of the board. 
To a joint standing committee. 

To a joint special committee. 


H OF bD 


RuLeE 14. After a motion has been put by the chairman, it shall not 
be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. , : 

RULE 15. When a question is under debate the following motions 
only shall be entertained, and in the order in which they stand arranged : 


1,.), Po/adjourn: ~ 
2. To lay on the table. 

3. To postpone to a day certain. 

4. To commit. 

5. To amend. 

6. To postpone indefinitely. 


RULE 16. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition or pending a verification of a vote; and 
that motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take from 
the table shall be decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


RULE 17. Every ordinance, order, and resolution reported by a 
committee shall, unless rejected, have two several readings, both of 
which may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first reading, the 
document may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of 
street commissioners changing the names of streets, and orders grant- 
ing locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading only 
at the same session. 
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CONFIRMATIONS. 


Roe 18. The question of confirming a nomination made by the 
mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLe 19. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice to 
the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention 
to move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in which case 
the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the next regular 
meeting; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, that vote 
shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RULE 20. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address 
the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine 
himself to the question and avoid personalities. , 

RULE 21. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

_ RULE 22. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question, 
or serve on any committee, where his private right is immediately 
concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 23. Every member who shall be present when a question is 
put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless 
the board for special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the board is divided, or 
before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be decided 
without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rue 24. The following standing committees of the board, to con- 
sist of three members each, except where otherwise herein provided, 
and the members of the joint standing committees on the part of this 
board, named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all 
other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County Accounts 
— Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County Buildings — Lamps — 
Licenses — Markets — Railroads. Streets and Sewers, to consist of 
all the members of the board, and to be divided by the chairman 
of the committee into the following sub-committees, namely: on Pav- 
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ing Division, Sewer Division, Bridge Division, Sanitary Division, and 
Street-Cleaning Division, and Stables. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


RuLE 25. At every regular meeting of the board the order of 
business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 
3. Papers from the common council. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Orders of notice of hearings. 

6. Reports of city officers. 

7. Reports of committees. 

8. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 26. Committees of the board to whom any matter is especially 
referred shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


EXPENSES OF COMMITTEES. 


RuLeE 27. No money shall be drawn from the city treasury for the 
purpose of paying the expenses of any committee, or any portion of 
the same, while absent from the city of Boston, unless authorized by 
special vote of the board. 


SPECTATORS. 


RULE 28. No person, except a member of the board, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the board is in session. 

RULE 29. No persons, excepting members of the city council, heads 
of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed in the anteroom of the 
aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. No person shall be 
allowed to enter the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session, 
after the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. The city messen- 
ger shall enforce this rule. ; 

LICENSES. 


RULE 30. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of pugilism 
or wrestling. 

RuLe 31. No permission to erect a pole or post for the support of 
electric wires, or for the construction of underground conduits, shall be 
granted until a public hearing shall have been given by the board of al- 
dermen on the application for such permission, after notice of such hearing 
duly advertised by the applicant in one or more newspapers. 
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RULE 32. Every license or permit hereafter granted for the location 
of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole or post, the construction 
of an underground conduit, laying of a pipe or wire, or for doing any 
other work which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, 
shall specify the time within which the contemplated work shall be 
done, and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 
RuLE 33. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the board present and voting, except Rule 30, which shall 
be suspended only by a unanimous vote upon a roll call. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, the regular 
meeting of the common council shall be held on every Thursday, at 
half-past seven o’clock P.M., and on the appearance of a quorum the 
council shall be called to order. In the absence of the president the 
oldest senior member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and if an election is not effected on 
the first trial,.on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, the time of 
said roll-call to be at the discretion of the president, but not later than 
nine o’clock. 

PRESIDENT. 

RuLE 2. The president shall appoint and announce all committees, 
unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate his appointments to 
the council at the meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
of original appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. 

Rue 3. The president may at any time call another member to the 
chair; but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 
In all cases the president may vote. 

Rue 4. The president may make any rules that he deems proper to 
preserve order in the council chamber during sessions of the council, 
and he shall forbid smoking in the council chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


Rute 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, and pro- 
ceedings of the common council, and a separate record of all decisions 
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of the chair upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the city council; and 
shall prepare a schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

_ He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of aldermen ; 
and shall retain in his possession all papers until the right to file a 
notice of reconsideration has expired, and if such notice is made he shall 
keep the papers pertaining thereto until the right of reconsideration 


has expired. 
CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 6. Except when’ otherwise provided, no member shall 
speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal time if the 
council so vote. No member shall speak a second time on a. question, 
if another member who has not spoken claims the floor. 

RvuLE 7. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, and shall not refer 
to any other member of the council except by a respectful designation ; 
and no member shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of 
the president. 

QUORUM. 

RuLE 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a quorum does 
not vote, or whenever a member raises the doubt of a quorum being 
present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is 
present, and for that purpose shall, with the assent of one-fifth of the 
members present, order the roll to be called. If there is no quorum 
present, he shall immediately declare the council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


RvuLeE 9. All matters relating to the election of members shall be 
referred to the standing committee on elections, which shall consist of 
five members. 

RvuLe 10. There shall be a standing committee on judiciary, 
consisting of five members, who shall have the power to obtain the 
opinion of the corporation counsel on all matters that shall be referred 
to them. Also a standing committee on contingent expenses, consisting 
of three members, who shall audit monthly all bills charged to the con- 
tingent fund of the common council, such audit to be completed on or 
before the twenty-fifth day of the month. 

RuLeE 11. All committees of this council shall be notified of their 
meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall not sit during ses- 
sions of the council without special leave, nor be called on less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed by the 
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clerk or despatched by special messenger, unless all the members consent ; 
and they shall keep a record of their doings. The member first named 
shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the committee, in which 
case the council shall be notified of the change; and the same rule 
shall apply to the members serving on joint committees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly called meetings 
of any committee, except on account of sickness or absence from the 
city, proved to the satisfaction of the president, shall be deemed a resig- 
nation on the part of such member from such committee, and the vacancy 
caused by the resignation shall be filled by the president at the next 
meeting of the council. 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of the council 
all resignations effected by the preceding clause. 

RULE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist of three 
members, unless otherwise ordered. All orders for the appointment of 
such committees shall be assigned for one week. : 

RULE 13. No report of any committee shall be received, unless 
agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. Such 
report, when presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall then 
take its place among the unfinished business for consideration at the 
next meeting. 

RULE 14. Committees to whom any matter is referred shall report 
within four weeks, or ask further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rote 15. When the council shall determine to go into a committee 
of the whole, the president shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. 

RuLeE 16. The rules of proceedings in the council shall be observed 
in the committee of the whole, so far as they are applicable; but the 
previous question shall not be moved, and a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again shall be first in order, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

RuLe 17. At every meeting of the council the order of business 
shall be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, if called 
for by any member. 

Second. Message from his honor the mayor, reports of city officers, 
and other communications addressed to the council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order. 
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Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall be read once, 
and referred to their appropriate committees or assigned to the next 
meeting, unless the rules are suspended, in which case they may be 
given a second reading and passed. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Eighth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall take the same 
course as provided in the sixth section of this rule. 


Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall be allowed 
for the presentation of papers under the sixth order of business. Papers 
shall be called for by divisions in numerical order, and only one mem- 
ber in a division shall be recognized until each division has been called. 


RuLeE 18. All papers addressed to the council shall be presented 
by the president or by a member; and unless the council shall other- 
wise determine, they shall be read by the president or such other 
person as he may request, and be taken up in the order in which they 
are presented. 

Rue 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, unless re- 
jected, have two several readings, after each of which debate shall be 
in order, and they shall then be put on their passage. Whenever the 
second reading immediately follows the first, the document may be 
read by its title only, unless objection is made. | 

RULE 20. No ordinance and no order or resolution imposing penal- 
ties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of money, shall have 
more than one: reading on the same day; but this rule shall not apply 
to an order to print a document or to provide refreshments during a 
session. 


MOTIONS. 


RULE 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the president 
shall so direct, and no other motion shall be entertained until a reason- 
able time be afforded for compliance with such direction. 

RULE 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest sum and 
longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RULE 23. When a question is under debate, the president shall re- 
ceive any of the following motions, but no others: 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. ‘To especially assign to a time certain. 
4. To refer to a committee. 

5. ‘The previous question. 
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To close debate at a specified time. 
To amend. 
To refer to another board. 
‘To postpone indefinitely. 
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These several motions shall not be applied to each other, except that. 
the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close debate at a specified 
time may be amended; and the previous question may be demanded 
upon an amendment, which motion shall be decided without debate. 
When one of these motions has been made, none of the others inferior 
to it in precedence shall be made, and in proceeding to vote, motions 
pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as above arranged. 
No motion or proposition of a subject different from that under con- 
sideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RULE 24. When a matter has been especially assigned to be taken 
up at a fixed hour or at a certain stage of proceedings, such matter 
shall, at the time appointed or at any time subsequent thereto, during 
the same or succeeding meetings, be in order upon the call of any 
member, and take precedence of all other business. 

RULE 25. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, be 
referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
~ in the following order : 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


RuLeE 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided 
business of a nature to be recorded on the journal has been transacted 
since a motion to adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

RvuLE 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or on a motion 
to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion to lay on the table or 
take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member shall 
speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits 
of the main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a question when 
the sense will admit of it; and any member may move at any time for 
the suspension of any rule or rules. 
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PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rue 29. When the previous question is ordered, the vote shall be 
taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the main 
question. | : 

RuLeE 30. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is 
made for the previous question shall be decided without debate, except 
on an appeal; and on such an appeal, no member shall be allowed to 
speak more than once without leave of the council. 

RuLeE 31. The previous question shall be put in the following 
form: < Shall the main question be now put?” and all debate upon the 
main question shall be suspended until the previous question has been 
decided. 

APPEAL. 

RULE 32. No appeal from the decision of the president shall be 
entertained unless it is seconded; and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on the appeal has been decided. The question 
shall be put as follows: ‘‘ Shall the decision of the chair stand as the 
judgment of the council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the contrary. 


VOTING. 


RuLE 33. If the president is unable to decide or if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken on the 
question, without further debate. The president shall appoint two tell- 
ers for each division of the council as fixed by him, who shall agree 
on a count and report the result aloud to him. 

Rue 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate shall be allowed 
thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent of one-fifth of the members 
present. Every member present shall answer to his name, unless 
excused before the vote is taken. 

Rue 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken by yeas and 
nays, any member may move for a verification thereof by yeas and 
nays, and on such motion a debate of the original question not exceed- 
ing five minutes shall be permitted; and the yeas and nays shall be 
taken, provided one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLE 36. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, either immediately after 
the announcement of such vote or whenever motions are in order; or 
if any member who is not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted 
against the prevailing side shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
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o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on which a meeting 
was held (except the final meeting of the year, or that preceding any 
adjournment for over two weeks), of his intention so to do, he may 
move a reconsideration at the next meeting at which said motion is 
reached in the order of proceedings. 

RULE 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty 
minutes, and no member shall speak more than five minutes. When- 
ever a matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above specified, 
to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be considered whenever such. 
special assignment takes effect. 

RULE 38. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that 
decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be twice 
reconsidered unless it has been amended after the reconsideration ; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon either of the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To: lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


RuLeE 39. After a vote has beenrefused areconsideration, it shall not 
be rescinded unless two¢thirds of the whole number of the members of 
the common council vote in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rute 40. All officers receiving any compensation from the city of 
Boston, who are elected by the city council, shall be chosen in this 
branch by. ballot. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks cast 
shall be reported. Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted 
and reported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole number 
of ballots cast. If the person chosen is ineligible the ballot shall be 
void, and a new ballot be taken. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 41. No person except a member of the council shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the council is in session. 
The seats of the members of the council shall be numbered, and shall 
be determined, in the presence of the council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number so 
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drawn against his name, and shall not change it except by the permis- 
sion of the president. 
SPECTATORS. 

Rue 42. The city messenger shall allow no person upon the floor 
of the council chamber or in either of the anterooms, except members , 
of the city government and reporters, without the permission of the 
president; and while the council is in session, no person except mem- 
bers of the city government and reporters shall be allowed in either of 
the anterooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such ac- 
commodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as he shall deem 
proper; provided, however, that no spectators shall be seated behind: the 
members of the council. . 

Rue 43. The council chamber shall be used for meetings of the 
council only, unless by special vote of the common council; pro- 
vided, that during the summer recess the president may allow the 
chamber to be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting his ac- 
tion to the council at its next meeting. The anteroom and large com- 
mittee-room on the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that 
the president may allow committee-meetings to be held therein at times 
when the council is not in session. The clerk’s room shall be assigned 
to the clerk of the common council for occupancy and use. ‘The ante- 
room between the council chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used 
during the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may direct; provided, 
that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The 
general care and supervision of these rooms are hereby intrusted to the 
city messenger, subject to the direction of the president; but no expen- 
diture of money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 

REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGE-HIRE. 

RuLeE 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall be incurred 
by any member of the common council, except in the discharge of offi- 
cial duty. All such bills shall be presented within three months of the 
date of incurring the same, and shall be charged to the contingent fund 
of the common council. Before presentation to the city auditor the city 
messenger shall cause such bills to be duly certified to by the members 
incurring them, and they shall be audited by the committee on con- 
tingent expenses, as provided in Rule 10. 

No member of any special committee shall incur any bill for refresh- 
ments or carriage-hire after the expiration of the four weeks allowed in 
Rule 14, or such further time, not exceeding four weeks, as the council 
may allow the committee for a report. 

No member of a committee or sub-committee shall incur any bill for 
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refreshments until he has received from the clerk of committees a 
voucher, certifying that he has responded toa call for a meeting of such 
committee or sub-committee; and the said clerk shall obtain and verify 
all such refreshment bills in accordance, with the vouchers so furnished. 

Whenever a committee vote to use carriages in transacting their busi- 
ness, the chairman shall designate the number of carriages to be en- 
gaged; provided, however, that sub-committees shall be allowed the use 
of but one carriage in the performance of the duty assigned them. 

All carriages shall be hired through the city messenger, who shall 
obtain and verify the bills within twenty days from the date when they 
were incurred, and the clerk of committees shall furnish to the city 
messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, authorizing the use of such 
carriages.. When the common council is in session at eleven P.M., the 
city messenger is directed to provide carriages to convey members and 
officials to their respective homes, if they so desire. The president is 
hereby authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage-hire while 
in the discharge of his official duties. The prices paid for all carriages 
hired under this rule shall be in conformity with the rates established by 
the board of police. 

The city auditor shall report in print to the common council every 
three months the bills and expenditures from the contingent fund and 
the amount remaining unexpended. 


PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Rut 45. The rules of parliamentary practice as contained in Cush- 
ing’s ‘‘Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies ” shall govern this 
council in all cases to which they are applicable and in which they are 
not inconsistent with these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


RuLE 46. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of the common council present and voting thereon.

JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 

RuLeE 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement of the 
municipal year the following joint standing committees, the members 
of which shall be appointed by the respective branches in such manner 
as they may determine. Said committees shall respectively examine, 
as often as they deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys re- 
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ceived and expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and applications for 
appropriations of, and orders for expenditures by, the respective de- 
partments. Each of said committees to consist of three aldermen and 
-five councilmen, namely: 


1. A committee on the Assessing Depariment. 
2. A committee on the Auditing Department. 
3. A committee on the Building Department. 
4 A committee on the City Clerk Department. 
5. A committee on the City Messenger Department. 
6. A committee on the Clerk of Committees Department. 
7. A committee on the Collecting Department. 
8. A committee on the Hlection Department. 
9. A committee on the Engineering Department. 
10. A committee on the Fire Department. 
11. A committee on the Health Department. 
12. A committee on the Hospital Department. 
13. A committee on the Inspection of Vessels and Ballast Department. 
14. A committee on the Jnstitutions Department. 
15. A committee on the Lamp Department. 
16. A committee on the Law Department. 
17. A committee on the Library Department. 
18. A committee on the Market Department. 
19. A committee on the Mownt Hope Cemetery Department. 
20. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Depariment. 
21. A committee on the Park Depariment. 
22. A committee on the Public Butldings Depariment. 


23. A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 


24. A committee on the Registry Department. 

25. A committee on the Sealing of Weights and Measures Depart- 
ment. 

26. A committee on the Street Department. 

27. A committee on the Street Laying Out Department. 

28. A committee on the Treasury Depariment. 

29. A committee on the Water Department. 


There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, the following 
joint standing committees to perform the duties assigned them: 


1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of the chairman and 
seven members of the board of aldermen, and the president and seven 
members of the common council, to whom shall be referred the esti- 
mates of the departments prepared annually, and any suggestions 
thereon from his honor the mayor. They shall report an order appro- 
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priating such sums as they deem necessary for the lawful public uses. 
and setting forth in detail, as far as convenient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen and five 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims against the city 
arising from the act or neglect of any of its departments. They 
shall report monthly the number and nature of the claims awarded or 
approved by them, and the amount of money awarded or paid in settle- 
ment thereof. 

3. A committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City Council, to 
consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all matters involving expenditures from any appropriation for 
such purposes. They shall examine all bills and vouchers for expendi- 
tures chargeable to such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly 
certified to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of their 
chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or before the 
twenty-fifth day of each month, to be paid as the bills of the several 
departments are paid. 

4. A committee on Finance, to consist of five members of the board 
of aldermen, and the president and six other members of the common 
council, to whom shall be referred all applications for expenditures 
which involve a loan, or a transfer of any part of an appropriation 
named in the general appropriation order, or from the reserved fund, as 
provided in Rule 17. 

o. A committee on LegtSlative Matters, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise ordered, appear 
before committees of the general court and represent the interests of the 
city ; provided, said committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the 
city council, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city 
council. It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city of Boston or 
any department thereof. Such printed report shall be made at the next 
meeting of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at - 
the discretion of said committee. 

6. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members of the 
Committee on Law Department, to whom shall be referred all ordi- 
nances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them by vote of 
any standing committee. Unless specially instructed, they shall pass 
upon the question of the form and legality of the ordinance so re- 
ferred, they may append an order that such ordinance ‘‘ ought not 
to pass,” and give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a 
new draft. Such reports shall be made in not over two weeks from the 
meeting at which the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received 
from a committee. 
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7. A committee on Police, to consist of three aldermen and five 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to the police 
department. 

8. A committee on Printing, to consist of three aldermen and five 
councilmen, who shall have the charge of all printing, advertising, or 
publishing ordered by or for the city council, or either branch, as one 
of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply of all stationery 
or binding for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make rules 
and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of all documents, 
books, pamphlets, and maps by the city messenger. 

9. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three aldermen and 
five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to debe 
lands. 

10. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist of three 
aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters relat- 
ing to the public schools, and requests of the school committee for 
additional school accommodations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RULE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the city council 
shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be appointed in the man- 
ner provided in Rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RULE 3. The member of the board of aldermen first named on every 
joint committee shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same board in the order designated 
by the chairman of the board, and after them the members of the com- 
mon council in the order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written 
request of a majority of the members. 

RULE 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of their proceed- 
ings to be kept in books provided for that purpose; and at every meet- 
ing of a committee the records of the previous meeting shall be read, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of 
committees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be taken by 
yeas and nays, and recorded. 

Rute 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the consent of 
all the members thereof, be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours from the time the clerk shall have mailed the notices or despatched 
them by special messenger.

RULE 6. Any joint committee may expend from the appropriation 
for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dollars 
in any one year, for purposes connected with the duties of said com- 
mittee for which no provision has been otherwise made, except for 
refreshments or carriage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RULE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two branches 
of the city council, if either branch shall request a conference and 
appoint a committee of conference, the other branch shall also appoint 
such a committee, and such committees shall consist of not less than five 
members each. Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon 
by their chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, 
as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely 
thereon, and shall report to their respective branches. | 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rue 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which may 
properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee of 
the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, be 
referred to such committee. Either branch of the city council may 
commit or recommit to a joint committee; but a reference with instruc- 
tions shall require concurrefit action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received by either 
branch of the city council unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. The report of a committee upon any subject 
referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by 
the committee, be presented to the branch in which the order of refer- 
ence originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to which 
any subject may be specially referred to report thereon within four 
weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the city council 
shall be written or printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall be 
made on the reports, memorials, or other papers, excepting those made 
by the officers of either branch, or the name of the member offering the 
same. Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise 
directed by the committee. Every member presenting an order, ordi- 
nance, or resolution shall have his name indorsed thereon. Such 
member shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which the 
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matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, if he give 
notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 

Rute 11. Any report containing any recommendation, other than 
“leave to withdraw,” or ‘‘ inexpedient to take further action,” or refer- 
ence to another board or committee, shall be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance, order or resolve, embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

Rute 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit a minority 
report at the same time as the majority report, and, if the latter be in 
print, he shall be allowed to submit his report also in print. Hither 
branch may order to be printed the report of any committee submitted 
to it, or any document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


RuLeE 13. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be trans- 
mitted from one branch of the city council to the other before the next 
regular meeting of the latter branch, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the regular presiding 
officer of such branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk or assistant 
clerk of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. In case 
any ordinance, order, or resolution originating in one branch shall 
fail to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be given, under the signa- 
ture of the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the form of ex- 
pression shall be ‘*‘ Ordered” for everything by way of command; and 
the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved,” for everything expressing opinions, 


principles, facts, or purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 15. Whenever the city council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the estimates on 
which the appropriation was made or for an abject not included in 
such estimates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

RuLe 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation or to a new appro- 
priation to be established, and no expenditure shall be charged to the 
appropriation for incidental expenses except transfers and the expen- 
ditures therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 
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RULE 17. Every application for an additional appropriation, to be 
provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred to the committee on 
the department for which the appropriation is to be made, and the re- 
port of such committee thereon shall, upon presentation in either 
branch, be referred to the committee on finance, and no such ad- 
ditional appropriation shall be made until the latter committee has 
reported thereon. 

RuLE 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to another 
appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of the members of each branch of the city council vote in the affirm- 
ative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


RuLE 19. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman of a com- 
“mittee, unless duly authorized by such board or committee, shall ap- 
prove any bill or account against the city. 

RULE 20. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be paid, 
unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the members to 
whom such refreshments or carriages are furnished, and the dates of 
furnishing the same; and all carriage bills shall specify the use made 
of the carriages charged therein. No member of the city council shall 
incur any such bills, except upon days when he has attended a meeting 
of a committee, or has performed some duty with which he has been 
charged by a committee of which he is a member, and by the vote of 
such committee authorizing such special expenditure. No member 
of a committee or sub-committee shall incur any bill for refreshments 
until he has received from the clerk of committees a voucher certify- 
ing that he has responded to a call for a meeting of such committee 
or sub-committee; and the said clerk shall obtain and verify all 
such refreshment bills in accordance with the vouchers so furnished. 
No sub-committee shall be allowed more than fourteen days in which 
to perform the duty assigned it. Whenever a committee vote to use 
carriages in transacting their business, the chairman shall specify 
the number of carriages to be engaged. All bills for refreshments 
and carriages shall be presented at the time incurred, and shall be 
certified to by the members of the city council incurring the same; 
and shall require the approval of the chairman of the committee in- 
curring such bills, before they are presented to the committee on con- 
tingent expenses; provided, however, that sub-committees shall be 
allowed the use of but one carriage in the performance of the duty 
assigned them, and all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the full committee. 
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RuLE 21. All carriages shall be ordered through the city messen- 
ger, who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty days 
from the date they are incurred, and the clerk of committees shall fur- 
nish the city messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, authorizing 
the use of such carriages. 

RuLe 22. All bills for refreshments or carriages shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the contingent expenses of the city council, and 
if containing items incurred more than thirty days previous to the 
date of their presentation to the auditor shall go before the city coun- 
cil for approval. The prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule 
shall be in conformity with the rates established by the Board of 
Police. The city auditor shall report in print to the city council, 
monthly, the bills and expenditures from the contingent fund, in rea- 
sonable detail, and the amount remaining unexpended. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


RuLE 23. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 


the members of each branch of the city council present and voting 
thereon.

From 1857 to 1885 the institutions were in charge of a Board of 
Directors, twelve in number; from 1885 to 1889 the Board consisted of 
nine members; from 1889 to 1895, in charge of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Public Institutions, three in number. By Chap. 449 of the 
Acts of 1895, the department was placed under the charge of one com-_ 
missioner. 

The institutions under the charge of the Commissioner may be 
classed under three heads: First, penal and reformatory, namely, the 
House of Correction at South Boston, the House of Correction at Deer 
Island, the House of Reformation, and the Parental School; second, the 
almshouses, namely, Long Island for men and women, the almshouse 
ut Charlestown for both sexes, and the Marcella-street Home for 
Neglected Children; third, the Boston Insane Hospital, at West Rox- 
bury. The Department has charge of in-door relief, and was branched 
off from the Overseers of the Poor, who give out-door relief, in 1828.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston are, one each 
year, five in number, appointed by the Mayor for a term of five years, 
‘incorporated by an act of the General Court passed April 4, 1878, and 
are authorized to receive and hold real and personal estate which may 
be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to the said corporation, to 
an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. The first trustees were appointed 
under the ordinance of October 14, 1852. The old Library Building on 
_ Boylston street was opened to the public in September, 1858, and closed 
finally in January, 1895. The new Library Building on Copley square 
was first opened on March 11, 1895. The annual reports, the first of 
which appeared in 1853, have been continued without interruption. 

Of the Quarterly Bulletins, which were begun in 1867, fourteen 
volumes have been published. A Monthly Bulletin is now issued. The 
Trustees have issued also general and special catalogues of the Central 
Library, and of its Branches and special collections, as well as hand- 
books for visitors, and other documents.

The total cost for park purposes to January 31, 1896, is $13,- 
309,240.18, expended as tollows: for land, $6,030,784.23; for con- 
struction, $7,265,099.85; for betterment expenses, $13,356.10. 

The Arnold Arboretum contained originally 122.6 acres, belonging to 
Harvard University. This, together with other land, was taken by the 
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Park Commissioners for a public park, and 122 acres were leased to 
the University, under perpetual lease, to be used only for the purposes 
of an arboretum, under the trusts created by the wills of Benjamin 
Bussey and of James Arnold. Arnold Arboretum and Bussey Park 
was enlarged in 1895 by the addition of about 68 acres of the Bussey 
land on Peters’ Hill, belonging to Harvard College. All the land in 
this tract not needed for driveways, a quarry reservation and _ traffic 
road, was leased to Harvard College as a part of the Arboretum. 
The Arboretum is open to visitors daily from 7 A.M. until sunset. The 
Park Commissioners have charge also of Commonwealth avenue, be- 
tween Arlington and Beacon streets, and the following named bridges 
which are in these public parks:

The Deputy Superintendent of this division has charge of the mainten- 
ance and construction of all common sewers, catch-basins, and street- 
culverts, together with the necessary engineering and supervision, the 
granting of permits for all connections to be made with the common 
sewers, the custody of bonds filed by drain-layers authorized te make 
such connections, the levying of assessments on estates benefited by 
the construction of sewers, the keeping of Stony Brook free of obstruc- 
tions, and the maintenance of the Main Drainage Works. These works 
originated in an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved February 25, 
_ 1875, by which the Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific commis- 
sion of three members to examine the system of sewerage in this city, 
and to suggest any improvements which could be made therein. The 
following persons were selected by the Mayor for such commission : 
E. S. Chesbrough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwaukee, and 
Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their report 
(City Doc. 3 of 1876), recommending the construction of intercept- 
ing sewers, at a cost of about $6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of 
$40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle Island. 
In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported (City 
Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of the project; 
and on August 9, 1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the 
expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles River 
across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. Additional 
appropriations have been made at various times, and the sum of 
$6,382,766 has been appropriated for Improved Sewerage and expended 
by the City Engineer’s Department. 

Construction began August 9, 1877, under the direction of Joseph P. 
Davis, City Engineer, and was continued by him until his resignation in 
March, 1880, then by his successor, Henry M. Wightman, City En- 
gineer, until his death in April, 1885; since this date until the present 
time by William Jackson, City Engineer. © : 

On the first of January, 1884, construction was sufficiently advanced 
to permit the works being put in operation, and on January 22, 1885, 
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the maintenance of the works, now called the Main Drainage Works, 
was transferred from the Engineer’s Department to the Sewer, now the 
Street, Department.

The history of the Boston Water Works up 
to January 1, 1868, has been written by Nathaniel J. Bradlee; from 
1868 to 1876, by Desmond FitzGerald; of the ‘* Additional Supply from 
Sudbury River,” by A. Fteley. In addition to the annual reports on the 
Cochituate supply, from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, 
there are numerous special reports, By an act passed in 1875 (Chap. 
80), the City Council of Boston was authorized to unite the Cochituate 
and Mystic Water Boards under one board of three members, to be 
called the Boston Water Board. An ordinance to establish the Boston 
Water Board was passed March 22, 1876. By Chap. 449, Acts of 1895, 
the Boston Water Board was abolished and the Water Department

The office of Wire Commissioner was established August 4, 1894. 
The duties of the Wire Commissioner are as follows: 

To have all electric wires, cables, and conductors in the city north 
of Dover and Berkeley streets, and between the Charles river, the 
harbor, and Fort Point channel, placed, maintained, and operated 
underground, and to remove all poles and structures in the streets within 
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the above-named district. This does not apply to long distance tele- 
phone wires, nor to railway trolley, guard, or span wires, nor to posts 
for the support of iamps exclusively, nor to poles used exclusively for 
local distribution from underground wires, cables, or conductors, or for 
the support of railway trolley, guard, and span wires; to supervise and 
inspect all wires, cables, and conductors, whether underground or 
overhead; to designate the distances between overhead electric wires, 
cables, and conductors; to regulate the direction in which such wires, 
cables, or conductors shall be run; the keeping and maintenance of 
all structures, especially those placed upon any roof, for the support of 
electric wires or cables in a safe and satisfactory condition ; and to abate 
or remove any electrical danger. ‘The maintenance of all wires at least - 
eight feet above the highest parts of all buildings over which they 
_run; to decide on requests for exemption of wires and cables from going 
underground, and of poles, supports, etv., from removal; the inspec- 
tion of all wires, cables, and conductors, as to whether they are 
suitable, strong, and sufliciently insulated; to see that all wires are 
tagged with name of owner; the removal of all dead or abandoned 
wires; the protection of all buildings by fuses, or some other safety 
device, with the exception of the wires of the Fire and Police telegraphs, 
or those of series arc lights circuits ; the inspection of all wires carrying 
electric-light, heating or power currents within buildings; to see that 
all poles and posts used for the transmission of electricity or the support 
of electric lamps are insulated in such a manner as to protect employees 
and other persons from injury ; and he shall purchase all dynamos and 
other electrical machinery and appliances for said city, except those for 
the Police Department ; and shall see that all said wires, posts, machinery 
and appliances are maintained and kept at all times in good order and 
condition ; and shall keep in his office maps showing the location of all 
wires and cables over, in or laid under the streets and public grounds. 
The department issues annual reports, the first being issued on 
February 1, 1895.

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NHW WARDS. 


New wards were established for the city in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, the first division into new wards since the year 1875.1 An 
attempt was made by the City Council to make a new division of wards 
in the year 1885, and an ordinance to that effect was prepared by a 
special committee appointed for the purpose and passed by the City 
Council and approved by the Mayor.? Certain questions were raised, 
however, in the General Court of 1886, relative to establishing State, 
senatorial and representative districts, and as to whether such districts 
should be established according to the territorial boundaries of cities 
and towns and ,their wards as they existed on the first day of May, 1885, 
or whether new ward lines, as in the case of the City of Boston, should 
be followed. On May 21, 1886, the opinion of the Justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court was asked by the Legislature on this matter, 
and they decided that the district divisions referred to must be made 
according to territoria! and other boundaries existing on the first day of 
May, 1885, and that the new ward divisions were illegal.? On account 
of this decision of the justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, an act 
was passed by the Legislature in June, 1886, which provided that the 
several wards, precincts, and assessment districts of the several cities 
of the Commonwealth, existing May 1, 1885, should be established as 
the wards, precincts, and assessment districts of said cities, any acts or 
ordinances of thecity councils of said cities to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The new division of wards was thus set aside and the ward lines 
established in 1875 remained in effect until they were changed in 1895, 
and established under the provisions of Chap. 417, of the Acts of 1893, 
as follows:

Nore. — All the addresses delivered by the annual orators were published, except those 
of 1806, 1812, and 1852. The orations of 1792, 1798, 1804, 1807, 1808, 1809, 1811, 1816, 1821, - 
1850, 1854, 1859, and 1876 went through a second edition each; those of 1863 and 1876 were 
published also in a more elegant form; those of 1842 and 1845 went through four editions, 
each; that of 1857 through five.

Justices of the Police, Justices’, and Municipal Courts. 


The Police Court of the City of Boston was established in 1822, and 
at the same time the Justices’ Court for the County of Suffolk (civil 
business) was established. ‘The duties of the Justices of the Justices’ 
court were discharged by the Justices of the Police Court. The juris- 
diction of the Justices’ Court was transferred to the Police Court for civil 
business, June 1, 1860. In 1866 this court was succeeded by the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston. The names of the successive 
justices and their terms of office are as follows:

The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested than in 
any former year. There were not less than eight several ballotings by 
the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first of February 
Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William Parker, 
one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October Thomas A. Davis, being in declining health, 
resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, was not 
accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second of November 
he died, being the only Mayor who has died in office since the organi- 
zation of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected Mayor 
by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Benson Leavitt, 
one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of the Board in the 
interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the election of Mr. 
Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alderman 
of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said year. At 
the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, he resigned as 
an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three ballot- 
ings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the meantime 
the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election in 1872 William Gaston was certified, by 
the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been elected 
Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But, upon charges of 
alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the city, a recount

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of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded and made; and it 
appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had seventy-nine plurality, 


he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 


In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a member of 
the Forty-third Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in place 
of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office as Mayor 
on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on December 1.

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.”

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority of 
ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had the 
highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was organ- | 
ized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided for the 
annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the precinct 
officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a plurality of 
fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, anda very slight difference in the 
number of ballots cast for other candidates who failed of election. A 
recount of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen was thereupon 
demanded in legal form. A committee of the Board of 1880, having 
made the recount, reported, December 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected, 
having received a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn 
took the seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn, and also of Mr. 
Haldeman, who had received the next greatest number of votes. A 
committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to consider the matter, 
and reported, March 14, 1881 (City Document No. 38 of 1881), the 
majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the seat held by Mr. Flynn, 
with two minority reports. The majority report was accepted March 
21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One peculiar incident in this case 
was the reception of a numerously signed petition asking the Board to 
examine and recount the ballots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and 
Flynn, sitting members, and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, 
and George S. Dexter, standing next highest on the precinct returns ; 
another was the fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen, in 
Precinct 3 of Ward 13, on election day. 

At the municipal election Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of the precinct. 
officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a plurality of 
154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in due legal form, a 
committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount of the ballots cast for 
Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. Whitten was elected over 
Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the seat. Mr. Frost contested the 
seat of Mr. Whitten, and called for a re€éxamination of the ballots cast

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William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify him- 
self, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for affirmation, 
except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 5, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1, Eleazer Howard, Ward 2, 
and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, Holmes 
Hinkley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 38, reelected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the inter- 
mediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838.

Andrew J. Bailey, of Ward 4, resigned October 27, 1881, and was 
chosen City Solicitor. 
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Nahum M. Morrison, of Ward 23, resigned March 16, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

Abraham T. Rogers, of Ward 22, resigned July 13, 1882, and was 
appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

William L. Harding, of Ward 3, died in office, March 4, 1882. 

James J. Flynn, of Ward 13, resigned in June, 1883, and was chosen 
Superintendent of Streets. i 

Cornelius F. Doherty, of Ward 2, resigned in July, 1883, and was 
appointed in the Service Division of the Water Department. 

Michael J. Houghton, of Ward 6, resigned in J uly, 1883, and was 
appointed Assistant Superintendent in the Inspection and Waste Divis- 
ion of the Water Department. 

Eugene D. Sullivan, of Ward 12, resigned in September, 1883, and 
was appointed Clerk in the City Collector’s Department. 

George E. Bacon, of Ward 4, resigned March 6, 1884. 

Francis P. Maguire, of Ward 8, resigned February 20, 1884. 

William J. Kilduff, of Ward 19, died in office, December 7, 1884. 

William M. Osborne, of Ward 21, resigned August 27, 1885, and was 
appointed a member of the Board of Police. 

Neil J. Gillespie, of Ward 7, died in office, November 28, 1888. 

Charles J. Brooks, of Ward 10, died in office, January 21, 1889. 

Thomas F. Nunan, of Ward 135, died in office, August 13, 1889. 

Francis W. Sprague, 2d, of Ward 10, resigned October 10, 1889. 

Horace Bacon, of Ward 23, resigned April 10, 1891. 

John P. O’Connor, of Ward 14, died in office, October 3, 1895. 

Timothy J. Butler, of Ward 12, died in office, March 15, 1896. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections : 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at which 
the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation of the rights 


, of the voters.” 


The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of Ward 
3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned meeting, 
December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceeding, to render 
the whole number of votes certain by taking the highest number of votes 
for candidates on each opposing ticket, adjournment of the meeting by 
the sole authority of the Warden, and other irregularities, at the 
annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three members of 
Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, sufficient to 
affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1845, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, December 
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14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident candidates (after 
having been first thrown out by the ward officers)! were counted at the 
annual election, December 12, thereby preventing the choice of two 
other candidates, who, by excluding the said four votes, were by the 
decision of the Council declared elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members from 
Ward 3 on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned meeting 
which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three oy a of 
Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned meeting 
which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report of the 
Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 
11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right to issue 
warrants for election of members of the Common Council, after the 
annual election and before the organization of the government-elect. 
But inasmuch as the elections in question were conducted bona fide and 
no other informality was apparent, and as this custom of supplementary 
elections had been in vogue for twenty years, the members thus elected 
were by the vote of the Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of the 
Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from Ward 3, on 
the ground that at the time of his election he was not an inhabitant of 
that ward. Before a decision was reached on this point, the member in 
question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delegation 
from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned than there 
Were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal election, — 
occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the ballots, — the 
variation being so great as to affect the election of the whole delegation. 
At the subsequent trial the same members were again returned to the . 
Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account of 
a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground that 
the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the same 
number of hours as were required by the original warrant. Ata 
subsequent election the same member was returned to the Common 
Council. (See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867.) 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member

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returned from Ward 10, because, by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of 4 member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows: 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen was 
declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election was con- 
tested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original ballots 
showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one ballot over 
F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly declared by the Com- 
mon Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. Subsequently Mr. Ris- 
teen contested this decision, on the ground that his name was erased 
from a number of ballots by some one of the ward officers after said 
ballots were deposited by the voters. After a protracted inquiry the 
Common Council sustained this view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was 
again returned to his former seat, and was again duly qualified, on 
February 1, 1872. (See City Doc. No. 18 for 1872.) 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in said 
ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in that 
ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, December 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the follow- 
ing-named wards, viz., 3, 13, 16, and 19, because, from an examination 
of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared that other per- 
sons were chosen.- From an examination made at the same time of the 
original ballots cast in Ward 5 it appeared that, instead of there being 
a tie-vote for a third member from said ward, three members were 
duly chosen. Peculiar features of the case in Ward 13 are, that some 
of the ballots undoubtedly deposited by the voters of Precinct 3 of this 
ward were either mislaid or stolen at the polling place, and that the 
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Committee of the Board of Aldermen of 1880, who examined the bal- 
lots for Common Council in that ward, erroneously reported that the 
sitting member had been duly elected. (See City Doc. 54 of 1881.) 

In 1887 one seat in the representation of Ward 4 and one in that of 
Ward 15 were vacated and the contestants declared elected, the Coun- 
cil exercising its discretion as to the intent of the voter in certain cases 
of technical irregularity. (See City Docs. Nos. 6, 11, of 1887.) 

In 1889 one seat in the representation of Ward 3 and one in that of 
Ward 12 were vacated and the contestants declared elected, the intent 
of the voter in cases of technical irregularity being considered. 

See ‘‘ Reports of Controverted Elections in the Common Council of 
the City of Boston, from 1827 to 1889.” Boston: 1889, pp. xvii and 
277. 

The longest continuous service in the City Council is that of David F. 
Barry, member of the Common Council from 1880 to 1893 (president 
in 1887, 88, 91, 92,93), 1894 and 1895, a member of the Board of Alder- 
men. Eliphalet Williams (president of the Common Council, 1829) 
served fifteen years, but not consecutively. James J. Flynn served 
twelve years in the Common Council (president, 1883) and three years 
in the Board of Aldermen. Thomas Wetmore served eleven years, not 
consecutive, in the Board of Aldermen.

AND 


LOAN ORDERS FOR SUNDRY PURPOSES, 


TOGETHER WITH 


ANNUAL ESTIMATES OF DEPARTMENTS. 


City oF Boston, OrricE oF THE Mayor, 
; City Haru, February 3, 1896. 
To the City Council: 

I transmit herewith appropriation and tax orders for the 
financial year 1896-7 in a form which has been approved by 
the Corporation Counsel, together with my recommendations 
for the appropriations for the several departments, and for 
other purposes, for the current fiscal year : 

The sum of the appropriations recommended is as follows ; 
For current expenses of City, not including the Water De- 
partment, $10,567,502 ; for debt requirements of City, $3,— 
034,080; for current expenses of County, $745,000; for 
debt requirements of County, $197,879 ; making a total ap- 
propriation for the current-expenses and debt requirements 
of City and County of $14,544,461. In addition, there is 
an appropriation of $1,897,257 recommended for the Water 
Department, payable out of the income received from the 


Water-Works. 
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The total sum of $14,544,461, recommended to be appro- 
priated as above, is arrived at as follows: Proceeds of tax 
of $9.00 on a thousand, levied on the average valuation of 
of the last five years, $8,123,212; estimated general revenue 
of city, $2,764,290; portion of county tax levied outside of 
tax limit, $425,000; city and county debt requirements, 
$3,231,959. 

The total appropriations recommended amount to $14,- 
544,461, against total appropriations of $14,013,043 for the 
fiscal year 1895-6. The actual expenditures, however, for 
the fiscal year 1895-6 amounted to about $14,299,000, so 
that the amount recommended to be appropriated for the 
current fiscal year is only $245,461 in excess of the actual 
expenditures for the last fiscal year, and of this increase the 
sum of $133,730 represents the increase in the debt require- 
ments for the current year over such requirements of the 
last fiscal year. The proceeds of the tax of $9.00 on a 
thousand for the current fiscal year are $232,063 in excess 
of the proceeds of the same tax for the last fiscal year. The 
exact amount of the general cash balance in the treasury on 
the first of February has not yet been determined, but it 
will amount to so small a sum that it is not included in 
making up the accompanying estimates. 

The estimated general revenue for the current fiscal year 
is $2,764,290, against $2,598,665, the estimated general 
revenue for ie last fiscal year,’ heing an increase of $165,625. 
This apparent increase, however, is due entirely to the fact 
that in order to adhere strictly to the principle that no ex- 
penditure shall be made by any department except under a 
specific appropriation, I have included in the general revenue 
the estimated receipts from the Commonwealth to reimburse 
the city for payments for soldiers’ relief, amounting to $144,- 
700, and also the estimated receipts of the Mount Hope 
Gemetery Department, amounting to $20,000; making a 
total of $164,700, which, with an increase of $925 in other 
items of revenue, accounts for the whole increase of the 
estimated general revenue of the current fiscal year over 
that of the last fiscal year. Heretofore, the above receipts 
on these accounts, while they have been paid into the treas- 
ury, have been added to the appropriations for these pur- 
poses, and drawn without the amounts being specifically 
appropriated. The recommendations for the appropriations 
for these two purposes, as now made, cover the total ex- 
penditures, instead of covering only the expenditures in 
excess of these items of revenue, and this should be borne 
in mind in making comparisons. 

Laying aside the changes in the two items above referred

to, which balance each other, the increase in the estimated 
general revenue being offset by the increase of appropria- 
tions, it appears that, as the proceeds of the Nine-Dollar 
tax are only $232,063 greater than the proceeds of the same 
tax for last year, while the actual expenditures for last year 
were about $286,000 in excess of the appropriations, it is 
necessary to reduce the appropriations for current expenses 
for the present fiscal year below the expenditures for current 
expenses for the last fiscal year by the sum of $54,000; so 
that so far from increasing the appropriations for current 
expenses, to meet the natural increase in the demands of the 
different departments, it has been actually necessary, in 
making up my recommendations to reduce them below the 
expenditures of last year; and as increases in the appropria- 
tions for certain departments, and particularly in that for 
the City Hospital, seemed to be absolutely necessary, I have 
been forced to make substantial reductions in certain other 
departments. To effect a further saving I have also omitted 
any estimate for the Wire Department in the appropriations 
for current expenses, believing that this expenditure, being 
for a temporary purpose and not representing a regular 
annual demand, can properly be provided for by loan; and 
in order that the work of said department may continue 
without interruption, I transmit herewith a loan order pro 
viding for a sum necessary to continue its work for the 
coming year. [also transmit herewith loan orders, which 
explain themselves, for certain other expenditures included 
in the estimates of the departments, believing that these 
should also be provided for by loan. 

I have found it possible to recommend an appropriation 
of only $1,500,000 for the Police Department, which sum 
is only equal to its expenditure for the past fiscal, year, 
in spite of the fact that this department has requested an 
additional appropriation of $261,000, and doubtless has 
legitimate requirements for a larger appropriation than that 
recommended by me. I believe, however, that in the 
present financial condition of the city it is impossible, with 
due regard to the necessities of other departments, to give 
any increased appropriation to the Police Department ; 
unless some additional revenue can be provided for this pur- 
_pose. I believe that, in view of the responsibility which 
the State has assumed in regard to the police administration 
of Boston, some appropriation or additional revenue for the 
maintenance of this department can fairly be asked of the 
State, and for accomplishing this object I recommend that 
application be made to the Legislature for the passage of an 
act exempting the city from the requirement of paying to 
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the Commonwealth twenty-five per cent. of the money re- 
ceived for licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors. 

I have recommended an appropriation of two million dol- 
lars for the schools, and I believe that this is as large a sum 
as can be afforded for them in the present financial condition 
of the city, and that increases in the salary of teachers will 
have to be postponed.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1896-7. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, February , 1896. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers of the city of Boston and 
the county of Suffolk, payable during the financial year 
1896-7, beginning with the first day of February, 1896, 
and ending with the last day of January, 1897, and to meet 
their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund 
requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking- 
fund, the respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several de-

Ordered, That the appropriations hereinafter specified, 
except those for the Water Department, be met out of the 
money remaining as a general balance in the treasury at the 
close of the thirty-first day of January, 1896, not including 
any money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
ments of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and 
out of the income of the current year, other than that from 
the water works,.and taxes to the amount of $11,780,171. 
Ordered, That the income received from the water works 
be applied, so far as required, toward meeting the appro- 
priations hereinafter specified for the Water Department. 
Ordered, That to provide the said amount of taxes, the 
sum of $11,780,171 be raised by taxation on the polls and 
estates taxable in the city of Boston; that all such taxes, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1896, or of any other taxes or as- 
sessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable 
on the first day of October, 1896 ; that all such taxes paid after

An analysis of the 
patients treated during the last five years, shows that there 
has been a constant increase in the total number of patients 
admitted and treated, the daily average and weeks’ board 
given, of about 25%. On the contrary, the annual appro- 
priation has only increased 2%, and the net cost to the City 
Treasury 2%. The occupancy of the new buildings and 
wards, therefore, demands a radical increase in the appro- 
priation, if the wards are to be occupied and maintained. 

The Trustees have made a careful and detailed study of the 
requirements of the hospital for the coming year, and submit 
their conclusions as above. The figures given do not include 
extraordinary or special expenditures, but the current or 
ordinary department expenditures for the coming fiscal 
year.

For the financial year 1895-96, the School Committee re- 
quested, exclusive of repairs, the sum of $1,988,000. The 
City Council appropriated only $1,920,000 which proved in- 
sufficient to meet the expenses for carrying on the schools, 
and $42,000-additional were requested. 

For the coming year, to cover the same items, the sum of 
$2,120,000 is requested, which amount includes not only the 
usual increase annually expected, but, in addition, $50,000, 
which sum has been voted by the School Committee as nec- 
essary to adjust and Puen increase the salaries now paid 
instructors. 

The schools will consume, the present year, 15,000 tons of 
coal, and the estimated rate of $4.70 per ton, including hous- 
ing and weighing, cannot be considered excessive.

The amount requested for repairs of school-houses is 
$250,000, which will not vary materially from the amount 
expended the present year. 

For the special appropriation “ ‘extraordinary repairs,” the 
sum of $440,000 is called for, principally for improving the 
sanitary condition of school- houses, ventilation, fire-escapes, 
and better means of egress, as required by law. 

The committees having charge of the preparation of these 
estimates have endeavor ed to furnish them in detail as much 
as possible,

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RULES 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Ruie 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meet- 
ing to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the 
senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Ruiz 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
‘the question on appeal shall have been decided. : 

Rue 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time shall 
be put first. 

Rute 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Ruxie 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rue 6. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise to 
state a motion, or put a question to the board. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall declare all votes ; but if any 
member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote | 
to be taken; and when any member so requests, shall cause 
the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Ruts 8. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. ie 

Rute 9. When the chairman of the board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call 
any member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment.

Rute 10. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
chairman shall so direct. 

Ruiter 11. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

Rute 12. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment.

Rute 16. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on 
the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


READINGS. 
Rute 17. Every ordinance, order, and resolution re- 
ported by a committee shall, unless rejected, have two sev- 
eral readings, both of which may take place at the same 
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session, unless objection is made. Whenever the second 


reading immediately follows the first reading, the document 
may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of 
street commissioners changing the names of streets, and 
orders granting locations for poles or posts, shall, however, 
have one reading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rute 18. The question of confirming a nomination 
made by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay 
ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Ruiz 19. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting; in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular meet- 
ing; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 


Conpucr OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 20, Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and 
in speaking shall confine himself to the question, and avoid 
personalities, 

Rute 21. No member speaking shall, without his con- 
sent, be interrupted by another, except upon a point of 
order. 

RvuiE 22. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rute 23. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES, 


Rute 24. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of three members each, except where 


ellie 
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otherwise herein provided, and the members of the joint 
standing committees on the part of this board, named in 
the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all other 
committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially 
directed by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County 
Accounts — Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Railroads — 
Streets and Sewers, to consist of all the members of the 
board, and to be divided by the chairman of the committee 
into the following sub-committees : namely, on Paving divis- 
ion, Sewer division, Bridge division, Sanitary division, 
Street-cleaning division, and Stables. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 25. At every regular meeting of the board ‘the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

3. Papers from the common council. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Orders of notice of hearings. 

6. Reports of city officers. 

7. Reports of committees. 

8. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 26. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


EXPENSES OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 27. No money shall be drawn from the city treas- 
ury for the purpose of paying the expenses of any com- 
mittee, or any portion of the same, while absent from the 

_ city of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of the board. 


SPECTATORS. 


Ruite 28. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 

Rute 29. No persons, excepting members of the city 
council, heads of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed 
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in the anteroom of the aldermanic chamber while the board — 


is in session. No person shall be allowed to enter the alder- 
manic chamber while the board is in session, after the seats 
furnished for spectators are occupied. The city messenger 
shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


Rute 380. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of 
pugilism or wrestling. | 

Rute 31. No permission to erect a pole or post for the 
support of electric wires or for the construction of under- 
ground conduits shall be granted until a public hearing shall 
have been given by the board of aldermen on the application 
for such permission, after notice of such hearing duly adver- 
tised by the applicant in one or more newspapers. 

Rue 382. Every license or permit hereafter granted for 
the location of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole 
or post, the construction of an underground conduit, laying 
of a pipe or wire, or for doing any other work which may 
involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, shall specify 
the time within which the contemplated work shall be done, 
and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


RuLE 83. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the board present and voting, 
except rule 30, which shall be suspended only by a unani- 
mous vote upon a roll-call. ‘

RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON 
COUNCIL. 


In Common Counciz, January 23, 1896. 


The committee on rules of the common council, appointed 
to report what changes, if any, are necessary in the rules of 
that body, submit herewith the accompanying draft. The 
changes which the committee recommend in the present rules 
are indicated as follows : ; hamely : 

In Rule 1, second paragraph, strike out the words “ earlier ” 
and ‘ ‘ eight,” and insert the words “later” and “nine” in 
place thereof. 

In Rule 4, strike out the words “and he shall forbid 
smoking in the council chamber during a session.’ 

In Rule 5, second paragraph, strike out the words “ after 
such notice,” and insert the words “if such notice is made,” 
in place thereof. 

In Rule 7, strike out the first paragraph and insert the 
following in place thereof: “No member speaking shall, 
without his consent, be interrupted by another, except upon 
a point of order.” | 

In Rule 8, after the word “ present” in the fourth line, in- | 
sert the words “and for that purpose, shall, with the assent 
of one-fifth of the members present, order the roll to be 
called.” 

In Rule 16, transpose the last clause and insert it after the 
word “but” in the third line of said rule. 

Add to Rule 34 the following clause: “Every member 
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present shall answer to his name unless excused before the 
vote is taken.” 

In Rule +4, insert the following as the second paragraph 
of said rule: “No member of any special committee shall in- 
cur any Dill for refreshments or carriage-hire after the ex- 
‘piration of the four weeks allowed in Rule .14, or sueh 
further time not exceeding four Weeks as the council may 
allow the committee for a report.” 

Insert the following as new Rule 45: “Rule 45. The 
rules of parliamentary practice as contained in Cushing’s 

‘Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies’ shall govern 
this council in all cases to which they are applicable: and in 
which they are not inconsistent with these rules or the joint 
rules of the city council.” 

The former Rule 45 is renumbered as Rule 46.

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON 
7 COUNCIL. 


RuxteE 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock P.M., and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, the council shall be called 
to order. In the absence of the president the oldest senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality 
vote shall elect. | 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, the 
time of said roll-call to be at the discretion of the president, 
but not later than nine o’clock. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise 
designated by the president. 

Ruxe 3. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president 
may vote. 

Rue 4. The president may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the council chamber during ses- 
sions of the council. 


CLERK. 


Rutt 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the city council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 
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He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
if such notice is made he shall keep the papers pertaining 
thereto until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Route 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak tor more than fifteen minutes, and a further 
equal time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a 
sccond time on a question, if another member, who has not 
spoken, claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall, without his consent, 
be interrupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. 


QUORUM. 


Rute 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
doubt of a quorum being present, the chair shall ascertain 
and declare whether a quorum is present, and for that pur- 

pose shall, with the assent of one-fifth of the members pres- 
ent, order the roll to be called. If there is no quorum 
present, he shall immediately declare the council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the election of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. | 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on 
judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all 
matters that shall be referred to them: Also a standing 
committee on contingent expenses, consisting of three mem- 
bers, who shall audit wonthly all bills charged to the con- 
tingent fund of the common council, such audit to be 
_completed on or before the twenty-fifth day of the month. 

Rute 11. All committees of this council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They 
shall not. sit during sessions of the council without special 


leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
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from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
Saber first named shill be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the council shall 
he notified of the change; and the sume rule shall. apply to. 
the members serving on joint committees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly 

ulled meetings of any committee except on account of 
sickness or absence from the city, proved to the satisfaction 
of the president, shall be deemed a resignation on the part 
of such member from such committee, and the vacancy 
caused by the resignation shall be filled by the president at 
the next meeting ‘of the council. . 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of 
the council all resignations effected by the preceding 
clause. | 

Rute 12. Special committees of the council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. All 
orders for the appointment of such committees shall be 
assigned for one week. 

Rue 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report. when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the un- 
finished business for consideration at the next meeting. 
Rue 14. Committees to whom any matter is referred 

shall report within four weeks, or ask further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the council shall determine to go into 
a committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. ! 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in the committee of the whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but the previous question shall not be moved, and 
a motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit again 
shall be first in order, and shall be decided without debate. 


~ ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Ruut 17. At every meeting of the council the order of 
business shall be as follows : 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 
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Second. Message from his honor the mayor, reports of 
city officers, and other communications addressed to the 
council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall be 
read once and referred to their appropriate committees, or 
assigned to the next meeting, unless the rules are suspended, 
in which case they may be given a second reading and passed. - 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Eighth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall 


take the same course as provided in the sixth section of 
this rule. ; 


Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the sixth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for hy divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 

Rute 18. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member; and, unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its title only, . 
unless objection is made. 

Rue 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session.

These several motions shall not. be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged.

Rute 25. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order : 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Roxie 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 

and such motion shall be decided without debate. 
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Rute 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
ona motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion 
to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not exceed 
ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 

PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered, the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

Ruxe 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once with- 
out leave of the council. 

Rue 31. The previous question shall be put in the ae 
lowing form: “Shall the main question be now put ?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. — 


APPEAL. 


Rute 32. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “Shall 
the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the af- — 
firmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 

VOTING 


Rute 33. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who. shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rute 34, A motion that any pending vote shall be Pre 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. Every mem- 
ber present shall answer to his name unless excused before 
the vote is taken. ' 
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Ruie 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeus and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas.and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be. 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 36. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsidera- 
tion at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Rute 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever « matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 388. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsid- 
eration be had upon either of the following motions :

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


Rute 39. After a vote has been refused a reconsider- 
ation, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole , 
number of the members of the common council vote in the 
affirmative. 

‘ ELECTIONS. 


Rute 40. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the city of Boston, who are elected by the city council, shall 
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be chosen in this branch by ballot. In all elections by hal- 
lot the number of blanks cast shall be reported. Ballots cast 
for ineligible persons shall be counted and reported, but 
only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole number of 
ballots cast. If the person chosen is ineligible, the ballot 
shall be void and a new ballot be taken. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 41.. No person except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the council is in session.. The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the 
number so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, 
except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 42. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the anterooms, 
except members of the city government and reporters, with- 
out the permission of the president; and, while the council 
is In session, no person except members of the city govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rue 43. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to.the same rules, except that the 
president may allow committee meetings to be held therein 
~ at. times when the council is not’ in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common council 
for occupancy and use. ‘The anteroom between the council 
chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. ‘The general care and supervision of these rooms 
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are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, subject to the 
direction of the president; but’ no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the common council. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRTAGE—HIRE 


Ruue 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the common council except 
in the discharge of official duty. All such bills shall be pre- 
sented within three months of the date of i incurring the same, 
and shall be charged to the contingent fund of the common 
council. Before presentation to the city auditor, the city 
messenger shall cause such bills to be duly certified ‘to by the 
members incurring them, and they shall be audited by the 
committee on contingent expenses, as provided in rule 10. 

No member of any special committee shall incur any bill 
for refreshments or carriage-hire, after the expiration of the 
four weeks allowed in rule 14, or such further time, not 
exceeding four weeks, as the council may allow the commit- 
tee for a report. . 

No member of a committee or sub-committee shall incur 
any bill for refreshments until he has received from the clerk 
of committees a voucher, certifying that he has responded 
to a call for a meeting of such committee or sub-committee : 
and the said clerk shall obtain and verify all such refreshment 
bills in accordance with the vouchers so furnished. 

Whenever a committee vote to use carriages in transacting 
their business, the chairman shall designate the number of 
carriages to be engaged ; provided, however, that sub-com- 
mittees shall be allowed the use of but one carriage in the 
performance of the duty assigned them. 

All carriages shall be hired through the city messenger, 
who shall obtain and verify the bills within twenty days from 
the date when they were incurred ; and the clerk of commit- 
tees shall furnish to the city messenger a copy of the vote, in 
each case, authorizing the-use of such carriages. When the 
common council is in session at eleven P.M., the city mes- 
senger is directed to provide carriages to convey members 
and officials to their respective homes, if they so desire. 
The president is hereby authorized to incur bills for refresh- 
ments or carriage-hire while in the discharge of his official. 
duties. The prices paid for all carriages “hired under this 
rule shall be in conformity with the rates established by the 
board of police. 

The city auditor shall report in print to the common 
council every three months the bills and expenditures from 
the contingent fund and the amount remaining unexpended.

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PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Ruve 45. The rules of parliamentary practice as con- 
tained in Cushing’s “Law.and Practice of Legislative As- 
semblies ” shall govern this council in all cases to which they 
are applicable and in which they are not inconsistent with 


these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 46. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon,

In Rule 20 insert the following after the word “ expendi- 
ture ” in the eleventh line: 

“No member of a committee or sub-committee shall incur 
any bill for refreshments until he has received from the clerk 
of committees a voucher, certifying that he has responded 
to a call for a meeting of such committee or sub-committee ; 
and the said clerk shall obtain and verify all such refresh- 
ment bills in accordance with the vouchers so furnished.” 

“No sub-committees shall be appointed, except by vote 
of both branches of the city council, upon a report of the 
committee recommending such appointment, and no sub- 
committee shall be allowed more than fourteen days in which 
to perform the duty assigned it.”

The member of the board of aldermen first 
named on every joint committee shall be its chairman ; 
und, in case of his resignation or inability, the other 
members of the same board, in the order designated by the 
chairman of the board, and after them the members of the 
common council in the order named, shall act as chairman.

Rute 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of

Rue 6. Any joint committee may expend from the ap-

CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the 
other branch shall also appoint such a committee, and such 
committees shall consist of not less than five members each. 
Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in

I have the honor to transmit herewith « communication 
from the Superintendent of Streets in response to your re- 
quest of January 16 for “an itemized account of the cost of 
the sewer constructed through Fellows street,” etc.

Hon. Jostan Quinoy, Mayor: 

Dear Sir: Replying to an order of the Common Council 
referred to me for report, and which I enclose, namely, 
“That the Superintendent of Streets, through His Honor the 
Mayor, be requested to report to the Common Council, 
before the next meeting, an itemized account of the cost of 
the sewer constructed thr ough Fellows street, Ward 20,” etc., 
I beg to enclose a statement of the cost thereof, itemized to 
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show the names of the parties who supplied the stock and 
materials for-the construction of the same, and the various 
items and amounts purchased from each; and, further, to re- 
port that this sewer was built through very bad ground, this 
being the third time, I understand, that it had been con- 
structed. The street lies upon a bed of mud known to be 
70 feet or more in depth, which would make piling enor- 
mously expensive; and in view of the fact that the sewer 
as previously constructed in 1882 had settled in places 23. 
feet, it was deemed necessary ‘to construct a continuous 
built-up plank foundation. Unusual care was necessary in 
sheathing the ditch to prevent injury to buildings which 
were already so much out of plumb that photographs were 
taken of them for the purpose of rebutting anticipated suits 
for damages ; and during the time of construction the entire 
sewage of the district had to be pumped, and the old wooden 
sewer (which lay on top. of a still older wooden sewer) had 
to be removed, and the lower wooden sewer dug out and the 
trench refilled, causing about two feet of digging below 
grade in order to prevent further settlement from this cause. 

Another wooden sewer, probably the old marsh-drain, of 
which ‘no. record existed, was found underneath the first- 
mentioned wooden sewer, which contributed an. enormous 
amount of water which’ had to be pumped as well as the 
sewage above referred to. On account of the settlement of 
the sewer previously built, the house-connections had been 
carried down, and all had to be relaid for a greater or less 
distance to a point where thev were found sufficiently high 
to make proper connection possible. The deepest portion 
of this sewer (not taking into account the excavation below 
grade above referred to) was 11 feet, and the shallowest 
portion was about 8 feet, the average being about 104 feet. 
The diameters of the sewer are 12 inches and 15 inches. 
The number of manholes is 5. The date of commencement 
is May 8, 1894, and the date of completion, Nov. 15, 1894. 

While I have no personal knowledge of this construction, 
as it was completed before the commencement of my term 
of office, this report is based upon information furnished by 
my Sewer Division, which I believe to be correct.

To the City Council: 


I transmit herewith a loan order providing for the pur- 
chase by the city of the building now owned by the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society, No. 80 Tremont street, adjoining, 
in the rear, the old Probate Building on Court square, now 
owned by the city, and I earnestly recommend its early 
passage. This building is for sale, and I have verbally 
secured its refusal on behalf of the city for a short time. 

The fact that the building is of fire-proof construction 
throughout, that it is already connected with a building 
owned by the city and used for department offices, and that 
its ownership will practically give the present City Hall’an 
opening on Tremont street, renders it a particularly desirable 
acquisition for the city. While the present City Hall con- 
tinues in use, it will afford a much-needed addition to its 
accommodations ; and if at any future time the present City 
Hall site is abandoned, the possession of this estate will con- 
siderably enhance the selling value of the real estate now 
owned by the city. This building is well adapted in its 
present condition for the purposes of city offices, and its 
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possession will at least partially relieve the city of the 
embarrassment and dangers of being unable to properly pro- 
tect its records from loss by fire, in compliance with the 
laws of the Commonwealth, under the provisions of which 
the Commissioner of Public Records is at the present time 
threatening to take proceedings against the city. There are 
tive stories in the building, containing a total area of 8,804 
square feet of floor surface, besides a basement. The city 
is now paying rentals for department offices amounting to 
the sum of about $27,000 a year, of which sum $10, 000 is 
paid for the rental of Nos. 12 and 14 Beacon street, the lease 
of which buildings expires on October 1 of the current year. 
The ‘city can therefore save almost immediately considerably 
more than the interest and sinking-fund requirements of the 
loan proposed for the purchase of this building, besides 
securing the other great advantages which its possession 
would give.

On January 11, 1895, a bill was rendered by Mr. Thomas

services included an opinion as to the right of agents of the 
Commission to enter premises along the routé of the subway ; 
an opinion as to the ownership of the canal strip, so called, 
in the Haymarket square property; four conferences as to 
the said property, and an opinion as to the rights of the 
Ee to take land for street widenings. 

On January 25 a letter, approved by the Commission, 
was forwarded to His Honor the Mayor, which, so far as it 
relates to legal services, is hereto annexed :

Dear Sik: In prosecuting the work of this Commission 
a question has arisen in reference to its relation to the Law 
Department of the ety... ©. 

The Commission has already called upon the Law Depart- 
ment for advice and services. and valuable service has been 
rendered by that department, especially with reference to the 
title and the taking of the property known as the Haymarket 
square station property of the Boston & Maine Railroad. A 
bill for $500 has been rendered by the Corporation Counsel, 
which the Commission deems a reasonable amount for the 
services rendered. . 

The Commission is in doubt as to how far it can properly 
call upon said departments to render services to it, and to 
what extent the services which have been or may he rendered 
should be paid for by it, and respectfully submits this matter 
for your consideration,

GENTLEMEN: In answer to your letter of January 25 re- 
lating to the employment of the Law Department . . .

Boston; consequently the Law Depaitment will be bound to

It would seem that your Commission 
would also require the services of a legal adviser, and that 
the Law Department might properly refuse to give general 
advice ; and that you will further require the services of a 
lawyer to examine titles to Jand taken by your Commission. 

At present the Law Department have about all they can do 
in advising the city government and the heads of its depart- 
ments, and in the trial of causes brought against the city. 
The conveyancing department of the law office is now bur- 
dened with more than it can do, by reason of the recent 
takings of lands for street widenings. It does seem to me, 
eiever: that it would be better for‘all concerned that, as 
long as the Law Department must defend the city where 
petitions are brought for land damages, it should furnish all 
the legal work for your Commission ;. and I would suggest 
that we agree upon a sum of money which shall be paid by 
your Commission, from time to time, upon requisitions hy the 
City Solicitor and Corporation Counsel, to defray the expense — 
of additional assistance in the Law Department. If this 
arrangement meets with your approval, I should arrange with 
the Law Department to provide such assistance as they 
thought most necessary ; and I should not agree, under any 
circumstances, that the City Solicitor or Corporation Coun-

On July 25, 1895, a committee was appointed to take 
such action as it deemed wise in the employment of counsel 
for the preparation of the necessary votes for a taking by 
the right of eminent domain of the property in the lot 
bounded by Pleasant street, Tremont street, Warrenton 
street, and Shawmut avenue, vel for the examination of the 
titles to the respective parcels embraced in said lot. On 
July 30 the committee reported that upon conference with, 
the Law Department of the city it was found that its con- 
veyancing department was, on account of pressure of busi- 
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ness, unable to undertake the examination of these titles, 
but would codperate with such conveyancer as might be 
selected by the Commission. On August 1, 1895, Mr. 
William M. Butler was employed to examine the titles to 
said parcels in behalf of the Commission. The results of 
Mr. Butler’s examination in proper form have been duly 
received. The bill therefor has not yet been rendered. 

Arrangements have lately been made with the conveyanc- 
ing department of the city Law Department for work pre- 
liminary to the taking of estates for the new Charlestown 
bridge and its approaches.

for the Board of Aldermen be required to nominate such 
candidates by vote of all the voters of such political party in 
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the city at large in aldermanic caucuses, the list of candi- 
dates to be voted for in such caucuses to consist of those 
persons within each aldermanic district who receive a re- 
quired number of signatures within such district to secure 
the placing of their names upon the caucus ballot, and the 
candidate from or within each aldermanic district upon the- 
caucus ballot receiving the highest number of votes cast in 
all the caucuses of such political party within the city at 
large to be the party nominee for alderman from such alder- 
manic district.

FOURTH OF JULY ORATION 


BY THE 


HON. JOHN F. FITZGERALD 


AT 


FANEUIL HALL. 


Mr. Mayor and Fellow-Citizens: 


Faneuil Hall is to-day the witness of the city’s tribute to 
the immortal scroll which proclaimed the independence of 
_ the thirteen colonies and changed the reign of kings and 
queens for the rule of the common people. Where else in 
this broad land is more hallowed ground? Where else on 
this continent, more than in this hall, can the pilgrim, weary 
and heart-sore, cease his tiresome journey and gather anew 
the lost fires of patriotic zeal? No place in the United 
States is richer in historic association and surroundings, and 
no spot should be held in deeper reverence than the Cradle 
of Liberty, within whose walls was first whispered the 
irrevocable word, ‘“ Independence.” 

Last year, through the medium of tivo large conventions, 
Boston was the Mecca of thousands of visitors from all parts 
of the country—nay, I might say from all parts of the world. 
The gates of the city were thrown wide open, our latchstrings 
were unstrung, and boundless hospitality was lavished on our 
visiting friends on every hand. Both the State and the city 
vied in their efforts to make the occasion a memorable one, 
and each citizen, in his own humble way, extended the right 
hand of fellowship to the noble band of Christian workers 


} 
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who gathered here in July, and again in the following Ouse 
to the gallant array of Knights Templar. 


We all felt proud that our grand old city had been thug 


honored, and from public buildings and private residence 
alike the stars and stripes, old glory waved in the breeze in 
glad welcome to the countless throng. Every one here who 
was in the city at that time saw them by the thousand, 
walking through our busy streets, taking possession com- 
pletely of our narrow sidewalks, driving us good-naturedly 
on to the pavement, and you can all bear witness to the 


happiness depicted on their faces that they had been privi- | 


leged to walk through the historic streets of Boston town. 

Reverentially and with bared heads they visited the graves 
of the illustrious dead in the Kings Chapel and Granary 
burying-ground, thrown open, I believe, for the first time in 
years, and traced on their copy books the inscriptions from 
the headstones. As they gazed about in silence and wonder 
on the graves of these old revolutionary heroes, they might 
well have exclaimed, in the beautiful lines of Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich — 


‘* Rich is the land, O death, that gives you dead like our dead.”’ 


They crowded the Old South Church and the Old State 
House, both abounding in relics of revolutionary days, and 
went down into the old North end and gazed with wonder 
and with bated breath upon the tower from whose steeple 
swung the lantern of Paul Revere on the 18th of April, 
1775. They went over into Charlestown and stood under 
the shadow of the tall granite shaft of Bunker Hill, and 
breathed fresh inspiration on the ground where Warren fell. 

There was, however, one place dearer to them than all the 
rest; one spot more holy and inspiring, old Faneuil Hall, 
within whose sacred precincts we are assembled to-day. They 
had read in their history that Faneuil Hall played a more 
important role during the revolution than any other spot in 
the land, and they were anxious to pay homage to the grand 
old structure. Massachusetts was the ring-leading colony, 
and as Massachusetts led the thirteen colonies, so the town of 
Boston led Massachusetts, and Boston always spoke from 
Faneuil Hall. It may justly be said of the town meetings 
held in this hall, “‘Sentire quae volunt et quae sentiunt 


dicere licot.’” ‘They think as they please and speak as they . 


think. 
Those were the sentiments that guided the town in mass 
meetings assembled, where every man gave free expression 
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to his views, and the ideas there proclaimed were afterward 
incorporated in the Declaration of Independence. An 
English writer of that same period, speaking of the town 
meetings in Faneuil Hall, said: 

‘The town meeting at Boston is the hot-bed of sedition. 
It is there that all their dangerous insinuations are engen- 
dered; itis there that the flame of discord and rebellion 
was first lighted up and disseminated over the provinces; it 
_is, therefore, greatly to be wished that Parliament may 
rescue the loyal inhabitants of that town and province from 
the merciless hand of an ignorant mob, led on and inflamed 
by self-interested and profligate men.” 

Here in town meeting, Otis thundered from out his stormy 
soul and roused the breast of his hearers to resistance with 
his impetuous eloquence, breathing into this nation, as it 
were, the breath of life, and first giving to the world the 
grand axiom that taxation without representation was 
tyranny. James Otis was the head and front of the 
opposition to the arbitrary writs of assistance, and time and 
time again in this old hall did he lend all the eloquence at 
his command in opposition to these measures. John Adams 
in speaking of him said: 

“Otis was a flame of fire. With a promptitude of classi- 
cal allusions, a depth of research, a rapid summary of his- 
torical events and dates, a profusion of legal authorities, a 
prophetic glance of his eye into futurity and a torrent of 
impetuous eloquence, he hurried away everything before him. 
Every man of a crowded audience appeared to me to go away 
as I did, ready to take arms against writs of assistance. 
Then and there was the first scene of the first act of 
Opposition to the arbitrary claims of Great Britain.” 

Here, also, within these walls rang out alike a clarion 
note in advocacy of armed resistance, the voice of John Han- 
cock, who afterward, though proscribed and threatened with 
death, affixed his signature to the Declaration of Independ- 
ence; of Josiah Quincy, the illustrious kinsman of our pres- 
ent mayor; of Paul Revere and of Joseph Warren. One 
man, however, greater than all the rest, has his name insep- 
arably connected with the scenes that transpired in this hall 
in the revolutionary days. His was the master-hand among 
the patriots, the Palinurus, the morning-star, the father of 
the revolution. He it was who animated, enlightened, forti- 
fied and roused the admiring throng. ‘He was,” as John 
Adams so well said, “ born and tempered a wedge of steel to 
split the knot of Mgnum vitae that tied America to Eng- 
land.” Such a man was Sam Adams. 
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The zeal and devotion of this great soul was something 
tremendous. If not in the town meeting, then through the 
medium of the newspaper he would unbosom his patriotic 
spirit, and it was a common occurrence to see him ha- 
ranguing his fellow-townsmen, sitting side by side with some 
ship carpenter on a block of oak, just above the tide, or with 
a shopkeeper in a fence corner, sheltered from the wind. 
His case is without parallel as an example of devotion to the 
public weal. The pittance he received as a public servant 
hardly supplied him with food, and he was dependent on the 
kindly aid of friends to furnish him with proper clothing, 
and yet, according to the testimony of his bitterest oppo- 
nents, he was absolutely incorruptible. 

He was essentially a man of the people, and his daily as- 
sociates were mechanics and laborers. His comparative 
poverty, his plainness of manner and dress, his utter disre- 
gard for ceremony and display, made him the idol of the 
masses. He was an ardent advocate of short terms of office, 
and felt that power must ever return speedily to the people 
who gave it, so that the representatives might recognize the 
fact that they were the creatures, not the masters, of their 
constituents. 

He towered in majesty and in influence above all his, associ- 
ates. ‘I am the State,” said Louis XIV., but his line 
ended in the grave of absolutism. <“ Forty ‘centuries look 
down upon you,” was the address of Napoleon to his army 
in the shadow of the pyramids; yet his soldiers saw the 
dream of eastern empire vanish in blood. But Adams, 
pouring into the ear of every citizen his burning words, 
«Resistance to oppression and tyranny,” stated the keynote 
of representative obligation, and propounded the funda- 
mental principle of constitutional government. 

With a wisdom inspired of the Almighty, he began in this 
hall by blending, yet preserving, local self-government with 
national authority, and the rights of the State with the ma- 
jesty of the republic. ‘The appeals of Demosthenes to the 
Athenian demogracy, the fierce invective of Cicero against 
the wickedness of Cataline, the tremendous outburst of 
Mirabeau during the French revolution, the pleadings of — 
Chatham in the British Parliament, yielded feeble results 
compared with the tremendous consequences of the utterance 
of Sam Adams in town meetirtg here. 

I do not think I go beyond the bounds of truth when I 
say that without Sam Adams and the town meeting indepen- 
dence would never have been thought of, and the union of 
the thirteen states would have been an impossibility. 
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John Fiske, our eminent historian, in speaking of this 
remarkable person said: * A man whom Plutarch, if he had 
only lived late enough, would have delighted to include in 
his gallery of worthies; a man who, in the history of the 
American revolution, is second only to Washington.” Is it 
to be wondered at, then, that our visitors of last year crowded 
this sacred edifice and stood enthralled within its mighty pres- 
ence? Can \ve afford to be less appreciative than they? It 
is the sum of all experience and teaching that human 
thoughts and actions are more or less influenced by environ- 

ment. 

Sacred and ee spots are bound to kindle anew patri- 
otic fire and devotion. It is impossible for any American to 
visit this hall and not go away a better citizen and firmer 
patriot. ‘Therefore, I think it is a wise and happy thought 
that brings us together to-day in this old hall, in town meet- 
ing, as it were, to celebrate the nation’s birthday and pledge 
anew our loyalty to her institutions and her laws. 

One week ago I wandered down into this old hall to gaze 
on the paintings of Massachusetts’ illustrious sons, and to 
commune for a while in their majestic presence. It so hap- 
pened on my journey hither that my eye was gladdened by 
the sight of hundreds of school children on their way to the 
school festival in Mechanics Hall. A great many of them 
I knew by name, coming as they did from my own part of 
the city, and I noted in the happy throng the child of the 
American, of the Irishman, of the Jew, of the Italian and of 
the Swede. 

Marking the varied race characteristics, I was led to ask 
myself, Which of these belong to the “beaten races,” the 
phrase so often used nowadays by those opposed to immigra- 
tion. Surely none of these seemed beaten; all was energy 
and hope and joy, typical of our young nation’s future. I 
made up my mind, uncertain until that moment, that I could 
not do my country a better service than to devote part of my 
time to-day to answering some of the statements that have 
been so frequently made of late against the foreigner and his 
descendants. 

A further incentive to this line of thought was given me, 
when I a few short moments afterward entered this hall and 
gazed on the noble face of our martyred President Lincoln, 
who, in the fullness of his mighty heart, feared not to admit to 
equal rights and privileges 4,000,000 of that long crushed, 
but undying, negro race. I thought of the words of the 
Declaration of Independence, “that all men are created free and 
equal, and are endowed by their Creator with certain inalien- 
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able rights, among which is the right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness,”’ and as these words flitted through my 
mind my eye wandered along the wall until arrested by the 
painting of one of God’s noblemen, Wendell Phillips. 

I could see him standing upon this platform, in the face 
of an angry mob, a young man, unknown to fame, with 
Boston’s best blood coursing through his veins, and the best 
culture of Harvard in his brain, with a tongue Set aflame by 
just indignation, replying to the attorney-general of the Com- 
monwealth, who was speaking in defence of the murder of 
Lovejoy, and I heard these remarkable words fall from 
his lips : 

«Sir, when I heard the gentleman lay down principles 
which place the murderers of Alton side by side with Otis 
and Hancock, with Quincy and Adams, I thought those 
pictured lips would have broken into voice, to rebuke the 
recreant American—the slanderer of the dead.” Follow- 
ing to the end this remarkable utterance I find it closing 
with these burning words : 

“¢ When liberty was in danger, Faneuil Hall had the right, 
and it was her duty, to strike the keynote for the Union.” 

What nobler thought then, to-day, than’ to defend the 
down-trodden and oppressed of every land in Faneuil Hall. 
They have come here from every clime, the strong, the vig- 
orous and the healthful, willing toilers, to carve with their 
own hand and to mould in their own fashion the way to for- 
tune and to favor in this the land of their adoption. They 
no sooner land upon our shores than they respond in every 
way to the grand vital principles and requirements of the 
nation, and readily assimilate themselves to all that is good 
and patriotic among our citizens. 

It would not have been possible, without the assistance of 
the honest and hard-working laborer from the old country, to 
have constructed the thousand of miles of railroad that an- 
nihilate distance in this country today, and bring the remot- 
est parts of the nation in close communication with each 
other. The traffic and commerce developed by these roads 
could not have sprung up, and the magnificent cities and vil- 
lages that now adorn our western frontier would never have 
had an existence. 

An agitation of similar character to the present one sprung 
up about the year 1850, directed at that time against the 
Trish, as the present agitation is directed against the Italian, 
the Austrian and the Jew. 

Since that period more than 13,000,000 of people have 
landed upon our shores, and the progress of the nation during 
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that period has been marvellous. The history of the country 
during the past half-century furnishes statistics more elo- 
quent than words of the great value immigration has been to 
this land. Wages were higher, the mechanic and laboring 
man had more steady employment, and happiness and_pros- 


_ perity was universal throughout the country. During’ these 


years if the increase of population depended upon the sur- 
plus of persons born and growing to manhood’s estate over 


_those dying, our population, instead of pone 70,000,000, 


would have been nearer 40,000,000. 

The increase of our population is a iseeine rather than a 
menace, and. every other nation on the face of the elobe 
encourages rather than retards this movement to-day. It is 
a source of great joy and pleasure to Germany that her popu- 


_ lation has increased within the last five years from 49,000,000 


to 52,000,000, and France, in order to increase her numbers, 
has put a premium on fecundity by granting an exemption 
from taxation to fathers who have a certain number of 
children. We have all been witnesses of the great rivalry 
between the cities of New York and Chicago in regard: to 
population, and we know of the great joy among the inhabi- 
tants of these cities when the increase was large and 
wholesome. 

In the West and South to-day, there are more than 
700,000,000 acres of unoccupied land. Dividing this terri- 
tory into 150 acres a piece, we have 4,375,000 homesteads. 
If occupied, and allowing five to a family, we would have 
nearly 25,000,000 more mouths to feed and bodies to clothe. 
What a tremendous increase in the consumption of groceries, 
of farming implements, of manufactured goods of every 
description, and what tremendous prosperity would prevail 
in every part of our land. [Every loom in every cotton and 
woolen mill in the East would be set in motion, and every 
factory and every workshop would thrive with the hum of 
renewed industry. 

The test proposed at the present time forbids the coming 
into the country of all persons between the ages of fourteen 
and sixty who are unable to read and write in their own or 
the English language. In the figures prepared by the immi- 
gration league,showing the percentage of illiterates that land 
upon our shores, the Portuguese have the largest number, 
67.55 per cent being unable to read and write. Nothing 
could have proven to my mind the utter fallaciousness of 
this test more than these figures. I have been in a position 
all my life to note the racial characteristics of the Portuguese, 
and I cheerfully testify to their worth and value as American 
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citizens. There is no class of people in our country more 
sober, more hard-working, more honest and more industrious 
than the Portuguese, and the United States is better off to- day 
because of the thousands of that race who have made this 
country their home. 

The existing law prohibiting all idiots, insane persons, 
paupers or persons likely to become a: public charge, persons 
suffering from loathsome or dangerous diseases, persons who 
have been convicted of felony or other infamous crime, a 
misdemeanor involving moral turpitude, or any person whose 
ticket or passage is paid by the money of another, or who is 
assisted by others to come, if properly enforced, seems to me 
sufficiently strong. Where would this country be to-day if 


immigration laws were in force at the time John Ericsson ~ 


and the mother of Phil Sheridan came to this country. 

The test proposed under the new law is the same as is now 
required by the laws of Massachusetts for all voters, the 
reading and writing of five lines of the constitution of the 
United States, except that the immigrant can read or write 
these lines in his own language, and I think the Board of 
Election Commissioners who are now engaged in the work of 
registering all voters in the city of Boston could give ample 
evidence from their experience that there are hundreds of 
good men in Boston to-day unable to read and to write prop- 
erly five lines of the constitution of the United States. 


What will be the result if the test of illiteracy is put into 


force? The strong, willing laborer who is unlettered and 
untaught, whose strong and sturdy right arm and honest 
heart we are in need of will be driven back, and in his place 
will come the immigrant with too much educate the Com- 
munist, the Socialist, the Anarchist, who labor with their 
tongues and disseminate strife and discord and discontent 
among the laboring men. The commissioner of immigra- 
tion in his report says: ‘* We know of no immigrant landed 


within a year who is now a burden upon any public or pri- 


vate institution. The class of immigrants have been of a 
good, healthy and hardy character, well qualified to earn a 
livelihood wherever their services were required. They com- 
prised both skilled and unskilled laborers.” 

The report also says: ** The money we know they actually 
brought with them amounted to $4,126,723, but, as the immi- 
grant is only required to satisfy the inspector as to the amount 
when under $30, I think it is safe to say that the amount of 
money brought into this country last year amounted to many 
millions more. This amount, while small in comparison with 
the magnificent wealth of this country, yet, taken in connect- 
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ion with the zeal and enthusiastic labor of the immigrant, that 
has changed the face of this continent within the last half- 
century, turning deserts into green fields and forests into 
thriving towns and villages, has contributed more to the sum 
of human happiness in this country than the millions of the 
bonanza kings wrung from the hard earnings of the American 
people, and sent accross the water to support a paupered 
nobility to live lives of luxurious ease in London, in Paris 
and on the continent. Legislation is more necessary to my 
mind to prevent the outflow of American millions for pam- 
pered foreign aristocracy than for the stoppage of pure, 
honest and wholesome immigration. 

Those who object to immigration cannot do so on the 
ground that the country is not large enough, for the census 
- of 1890 shows:

If the United States was populated to-day as densely as 
Belgium, one of the most prosperous countries in Europe, 
we could support 1,500,000,000 people, or 100,000,000 more 
people than is contained in the whole earth to-day, and yet, 
with a ratio at the most of twenty inhabitants to the square 
mile, against over five hundred for some of the most prosper- 
ous nations of Europe, we are seriously thinking of closing 
our gates to honest and remunerative labor. 

Mr. Gompers, one of the recognized heads of labor in this 
country, in speaking of the immigration question, said: 
“ While, in my opinion, it may be necessary to restrict immi- 
gration in some form, American workingmen are reluctant 
to impose any restraint upon the natural right of a man to 
choose his own place of abode.”” And President Eliot of Har- 
vard, in speaking on the same subject, said: “I believe 
every healthy and honest man or child brought into this 
country to bean altogether desirable addition to the resources 
of the United States. Consequently, I think that immigra- 
tion should not be restricted, except by rules intended to 
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keep out paupers, criminals, and persons with incurable or 
dangerous diseases. More laborers, skilled and unskilled, are 
just what this half-unoccupied continent wants.’ 


To show how the labor of this country has been benefited — 


during the years of our greatest immigration, I wish to 
adduce some figures taken from the Senate report of 1893, 
on prices, transportation and wages. ‘The table of wages in 


leading occupations is given, every tenth year for some time 


before the war, in comparison with the wages paid a quarter 
of a century later:

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It is fashionable to day to cry out against the immigration 
of the Hungarian, the Italian and the Jew, but I think that 
the man who comes to this country for the first time, to a 
strange land, without friends and without employment, is 
born of the stuff that is bound to make good citizens. I 
have stood on the docks in East Boston and watched the 
newly-arrived immigrant gaze for the first time on this free 
land of ours. I have seen the little ones huddle around the 
father and the mother, and look with amazement on their 
new surroundings. ‘The family were in a new country; they 
had forsaken the pleasure and memories of the native land, 
and had left behind them home and friends, to earn a liveli- 
hood in this great empire of the West. 

What hardships and what struggles awaited them, God 
‘only knew, but I said in my heart on many an occasion, | 
*¢ May the Almighty guide them to their new homes and 
bless them with prosperity and happiness in this land of the 
plenty.” Niagara Falls has been the wonder and amazement 
of the entire world during the past century. Its tremendous 
force and power have been a marvel for years, and how best 
to use its terrific possibilities was unanswered until a short 
time ago, when the genius of a Hungarian immigrant, Nicola 
Tesla, gave the secret to the world, thereby proclaiming to 
the universe that the Huns, in former days one of the most 
powerful nations on the globe, were in the front rank in 
intelligence, industry and civilization. 

Columbus, the great Italian navigator, the grand dis- 
coverer of America’s shore, is too closely woven with our 
_ history to have us suppose for a moment that any of his kin, 
honest and industrious, should be driven beyond our gates. 
Italy has always had a tender spot in the heart of every true 
American, and even to-day the education of our scholars in 
painting, sculpture, literature and the arts is incomplete 
without a visit to that glorious clime. It does not seem 
possible that the blood that flowed through a Virgil, a Dante, 
a Michael Angelo, a Raphael, a Cavour on the Italian side, 
or the blood that coursed the veins of a Disraeli, of a 
Montefiore, of a Spinoza, of a Mendelssohn and Ruben- 
stein on the Jewish side, can in any way contaminate ours; 
on the contrary, the blending will develop the type of 
American manhood which is to-day the admiration of the 
civilized world. 

In the great crisis that confronts us to-day, the greatest 
since the civil war, the attempt to paralize business, stifle 
industry and sacrifice the national honor by the creation of 
a dishonest dollar, the ignorant foreigner stands like a wall 
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of adamant, in the cause of honest finance. As in the great 

contest over slavery, where they stood solidly in support 
of the policy of President Lincoln, they are now united, 
almost in solid phalanx, in maintaining and preserving the 
credit of the country. 

The thought that any large element of the population of 
the country is willing to-day to promote a private interest at 
the expense of the financial peace and business prosperity of 
this country, and bring untold ruin on every industry and 
into every home in our land, is apalling; yet this is precisely 
the condition of mind into which a large section of our 
country in the South and West has drifted. 

Last year there were held in the savings banks in 
Massachusetts $439,269,861.15, represented by 1,802,479 
accounts, or an average of $337.25 to each person. More 
than half the entire population of the State, including men, 
women and children, are represented by accounts in these 
institutions, a pretty good record in a State where nearly 60 
per cent of the people are either foreign born or of foreign 
parentage, and it seems absurd to suppose that any system of 
finance could be proposed seriously which would diminish 
the purchasing power of the money one-half. ‘These deposits 
represent the savings of years of toil and labor, the only 
reserve in case of accident or sickness earned on the basis of 
a dollar calling for 100 cents in any part of the world. 
However, the people can always be trusted in times of peril, 
and I have confidence that when the issue is fought, the 
sound, sober sense of right and justice will prevail, and the 
credit and honor of the American people be maintained. 

We are celebrating to day the anniversary of a struggle 
which was participated in by men of many races, If we 
examine the genealogy of the patriots of the early days we 
will find evidences which prove that the blood of all nations 
contributed to the building up of this great nation. Wash- 
ington sprung from English stock, the Adamses from Welsh, 
Paul Jones and Patrick Henry from the Scotch, General Sulli- 
van, Commodore Jack Barry and Charles Carroll from the 
Irish, Paul Revere, Lafayette and John Jay from the French, 
Steuben from the German, Kosciusko and Pulaski from the 
Polish, General Van Rensselaer from the Dutch. 

It has seemed to me, therefore, that this was a fitting 
occasion upon which to reiterate and defend the cherished 
principle, established in and through that struggle, that not 
birthplace, not origin, but civic virtue and obedience to the 
laws alone shall determine the standing of citizens in this 
country. I do not stand for a ruinous and blind hospitality ; 
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but I do insist that, before distinctions be drawn, the inevi- 
table effect of which is to stigmatize one class and exalt 
another, the logical supports upon which these distinctions 
are founded shall be free from gross and demonstrable error. 

I do protest against this latter-day attempt to set people 
against people and to preserve those frontier lines of Euro- 
pean nationality which, if left to the action of natural forces, 
will slowly but surely obliterate themselves here. In the 
early struggles the Puritan in New England, the Catholic in 
Maryland, the Dutchman in New York and the Huguenots 
in South Carolina all joined in contributing to the magnificent 
result. Driven as they were from foreign lands, they had 
endured every kind of persecution, and on many a bloody 
battlefield had learned to peril their lives in the cause of 
human rights. ‘The principles of free government and the 
liberty of conscience had been impressed upon each of these — 
classes in the different lands they had fled from, and when 
these same ideas were attacked by the English crown they 
united in the defence of a common principle. 

Let it not be said then of our generation that it has 
proved recreant to this heritage of noble sentiment. Let it 
not be said of us that petty apprehensions of remote peril 
have persuaded us hastily to break with a tradition sup- 
ported by 120 years of trial. Let it not be said that we 
have by a crusade of disguised proscription narrowed and 
perverted the meaning of Independence Day. Rather let it 
be said that, beset by grave trials, as all must admit we are, 
we resisted the temptation, however plausibly advanced, to 
forego a received principle of our government, preferring at 
whatever cost of temporary embarrassment that our flag 
should still wave over a nation which has been so long ‘the 
land of the free, the home of the brave, and the refuge of the 
oppressed.”’ 

Very apt do the beautiful lines of Lowell seem to me here : 


Though taught by fate to know Jehovah’s plan 
That only manhood ever makes a man, 

And where free latchstring never was drawn in 
Against the poorest of Adam’s kin. 


I have laid before you in general lines, my fellow citizens, 
the magnificent services rendered in the development of this 
nation by that section of her citizens, now fully 25,000,000 
strong, who are agitated. against and stigmatized in certain 
quarters, under the comprehensive description, foreigners. 
I have shown you that if a balance of mutual obligations were 
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struck, we, and not they, are the debtors. It remains for me to 
point out and repeat in the summary manner which my limi- 
tations of time impose, the specific charges, supported by 
tables of specious statistics, which are brought against them. 

Briefly, then, it is alleged that the foreigner has proved 
himself undesirable because he is exceptionally criminal, 
because he furnishes a disproportionate number of paupers 
and lunatics, because he is responsible for political corrup- 
tion in large cities, and. because his personal habits and 
standard of living are comparatively low. ‘The charge of 
pauperism and that degradation of habits which is its neces- 
sary consequence and concomitant is ungenerous, unrepubli- 
-can and un-American. How long since in this country has 
it been a legitimate reproach to any man that he is poor? 
And who, I would ask, bears the heavier responsibility for | 
the squalor and misery which darken the crowded sections 
of our large cities — the foreign occupant or the native land- 
lord of those blots upon civilization, the tenement houses? 

The percentages of lunacy and crime among the foreign- 
born are, it is true, apparently high. But this excess is only ~ 
apparent, for both lunacy and crime are strictly manifesta- 
tions of adult life, so that a population, composed largely of 
adults, like our foreign-born population, is, so to speak, 
arithmetically selected to show a high artificial proportion of 
lunatics and criminals. 

As to the vague charge of political laxity, I will content 
myself with saying that recent disclosures in regard to our 
county affairs and the subserviency to corporate influence of 
a Senate, assuredly not foreign in its membership, in the 
matter of free-transfers for the people of Boston are suf- 
ficient to offset whatever little of concrete evidence the 
assailant of the foreigner has condescended to offer on this 
score. 

The city of Boston only a few days ago dedicated a mag- 
nificent memorial to the noble immigrant, poet and patriot, 
John Boyle O’Reilly. It stands in one of our beautiful 
public squares, and is an ornament and masterpiece of its 
kind. It not only commemorates the virtue of a great soul, 
but also emphasizes the fact that our so-called foreign citizens 
are equally interested in adorning our city with the most 
beautiful creations of art and sculpture. It serves as another 
instance of the broad Americanism of all classes. This is as 
it should be. 

We should strive to make her beautiful as well as great. 
Let her squares and statues and public buildings be in- 
spirations to the loftiest conceptions of artistic truth and 
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beauty, just as the crumbling landmarks in her older sections 
stand daily incentives to the intensest spirit of patriotism. 
In this connection it is also pleasing to learn of the action, 
last week, of the city government in appropriating funds for 
a statue of Gen. Joseph Warren. 

A movement is on foot also, which should receive en- 
couragement, for placing on Park-street Church a tablet, 
commemorating the fact that within those walls for the first 
time resounded the strains of America’s national anthem. 
Hard by, as an additional evidence of increased patriotic 
interest in our city, we witness this week the completion of 
a memorial shaft over the too-long neglected grave of John 
Hancock. Close by him, in splendid companionship, lie 
Bowdoin and Faneuil and Paul Revere. Further on, almost 
side by side with the victims of the horrid massacre, ‘ whose 
dead be commemorated,” lie the bones of Sam Adams. His 
tomb extends out below the sidewalk, under the hurrying 
feet of thousands, who unknowingly press on over the head 
of Boston’s greatest son. 

The safety and perpetuity of this republic has more to 
fear from the lack of public spirit on the part of its citizens 
than from any influx of immigration, no matter how large. 
There should be more of that patriotic feeling which urges 
noble minds to sacrifice private interest for the public good. 
This lack of sense of public duty was forcibly brought to 
my mind the other day, when I noticed in the public press 
an account of a movement by some of the business men of 
Boston to refrain from putting their names on the voting 
list so as to avoid jury service. I was very much surprised 
at this state of affairs, as no nobler duty devolves upon the 
citizen than that of serving equally with the judge as the 
arbiter in differences between man and man, and in meeting 
out exact justice to all. 

It is a noble privilege, and one of the priceless heueees 
of a free country, to try a man by a jury of his peers, and no 
citizen should be so lacking in patriotism and in devotion to 
public service as to refuse his advice and judgment at pre- 
scribed periods. Ina government of which every citizen is 
an essential part there should be no evasion of duty. The 
proper administration of our whole system of government 
depends upon the careful and scrupulous exercise by all the 
people of every political function. 

To-day at high noon another star is added to our flag, an- 
other State is officially recognized on the glorious banner of 
the stars and stripes. Originally thirteen, now forty-five 
grand Commonwealths. ‘The same constitution which guided 
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the destinies of the thirteen colonies, amended by the bill of 
rights and the acknowledgment of the equality of all men 
before the law, now guards the safety and prosperity of the 
forty-five. 

At the beginning of the present century seven families 
guided the destinies of as many kingdoms in Italy, but six of 
them have seen their thrones overturned and their countries 
disappear from the map of Europe. Spain has seen tremen- 
dous changes, and to-day is being sought by the civilized world 
to give freedom and independence to the great island of Cuba. 
The princes of the German empire, after struggles which en- 
gaged the attention of the civilized world, have conceded a 
constitution for their people, and have divided with them the 
power so arbitrarily wielded by Maria Theresa and Frederick 
the Great. Even in England marvellous changes have taken 
place, and the authority of the crown has devolved upon. 
. ministers who hold office subject to the will of the people, 
and equal powers with the House of Lords have been vested 
in the House of Commons, who are chosen by the people from 
among the people. 

During all this time our government has weathered every 
Crisis, has adapted itself to every condition, has assimilated 
diverse nationalities with alien customs and languages, and 
has succeeded in winning their passionate love and loyalty, 
and developed in them the true spirit of our American insti- 
tutions. 

As we gaze around this hall, on the paintings of Massa- 
chusetts’ illustrious sons, we recognize the fact that no one 
age can claim a monopoly in the great men she has given to 
the nation. During the whole one hundred and twenty 
years of the nation’s life her sons have contributed their 
share to her glory and grandeur. 

Hancock and Adams and Warren gave way to Everett 
and Choate, Burlingame and Andrew, Sumner and Wilson, 
Phillips and Hoar. Her greatest son, whose august presence 
is fittingly portrayed in the magnificent painting hung over 
the rostrum, was too renowned for the environment of any 
State but Massachusetts. The ablest supporter and defender 
of the constitution, his voice and name was known from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific as the great bulwark of our national 
independence, and the recognized champion of the integrity 
and perpetuity of the American republic. The living voice 
is silent in the grave, but as we gaze on this marvellous 
picture we can almost hear those beautiful words of eulogy 
on his native State, uttered in the famous debate with Hayne, 
portrayed in this painting, in which he said: 
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«¢ Mr. President, I shall enter on no encomium upon Massa- 
chusetts; she needs none. There she is. Behold her, and 
judge for yourselves. There is her history; the world 
knows it by heart. The past, at least, is secure. ‘There is 
Boston and Concord and Lexington and Bunker Hill; and 
there they will remain forever. The bones of her sons, fall- 
ing in the great struggle for independence, now he mingled 
with the soil of every State from New England to Georgia; 
and there they will lie forever.’ And 

“Sir, where American liberty raised its first voice, and 
sustained, there it still lives, in the strength of its manhood 
and full of its original spirit.” 
~ And later on in that same address, his noble tribute to the 
union is a fitting end to the theme of every Fourth of July 
orator : 

«¢ W hile the Union lasts, we have high, exciting, gratifying 
prospects spread out before us, for us and our children. 
Beyond that I seek not to penetrate the veil. God grant 
that in my day, at least, that curtain may not rise! God 
grant that on my vision never may be opened what lie$ be- 
yond! When my eyes shall be turned to behold for the last 
time the sun in heaven, may I not see him shining on the 
broken and dishonored fragments of a once glorious union ; 
on States dissevered, discordant, belligerent ; on a land rent 
with civil feuds, or drenched, it may be, in fraternal blood ! 
Let their last feeble and lingering glance rather behold the 
glorious ensign of the republic, now known and honored 
throughout the earth, still full high advanced, its arms and 
trophies streaming in their original lustre, not a stripe erased 
or polluted, not a single star obscured, bearing for its motto, 
no such miserable interrogatory as, ‘ What is all this worth’ ? 
nor those words of delusion and folly, ‘Liberty first and 
union afterwards,’ but everywhere, spread all over in char- 
acters of living light, blazing on all its ample folds, as they 
float over the land, and in every wind under the whole 
heaven, that other sentiment, dear to every true American 
heart, ‘ Liberty and Union now and forever, one and insep- 
arable.’ ”’

CITY OF BOSTON. 


APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1896-97. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, February 17, 1896. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers of the city of Boston and 
the county of Suffolk, payable during the financial year 
1896-97, beginning with the first day of February, 1896, 
and ending with the last day of January, 1897, and to nitet 
their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-funds 
requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking- 
fund, the respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several de- 
partments and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated ; 

that all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be contributed to promote the objects 
of any appropriation, be credited to such appropriation ; and 
that the respective executive departments of said city, under 
the general supervision and control of the Mayor, and the other 
public authorities designated in the several appropriations, 
or havine by law the expenditure of the same, expend the 
said appropriations according to law for the objects and pur- 
poses specified, and expend said contributions for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That the appropriations hereinafter specified, 
except those for the Water Department, be met out of the 
money remaining as a general balance in the treasury at the 
close of the thirty-first day of January, 1896, not including 
any money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
nents of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and 
out of the income of the current year, other than that from 
the water-works, and taxes to the amount of $11,780,171. 

Ordered, That the income received from the water-works 
be applied, so far as required, toward meeting the appro- 
priations hereinafter specified for the Water Department. 

Ordered, That to provide the said amount of taxes, the 
sum of $11,780,171 be raised by taxation on the polls and 
estates taxable in the city of Boston; that all such taxes, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1896, or of any other taxes or as- 
sessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable 
on the first day of October, 1896; that all such taxes paid after 
the first day of November, 1896, bear interest from and 
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including said day until paid, at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum up to the first day of January, 1897, and at the rate 
of seven per cent. per annum after and including said first 
day of January; except that taxes assessed upon shares of 
stock of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of 


twelve per cent. per annum from and including said first day 


of November until paid; and that all interest which shall 
have become due on taxes shall be added to and be a part of 
such taxes. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the 
appropriations aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at 
such times and in such amounts as he may deem best, 
bonds, notes, or certificates of indebtedness of the city 
of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars in the total, 
in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal 
year; that all such bonds, notes, or certificates of indebted- 
ness be dated the day the money for the same is received, be 
made payable with the interest thereon at the office of the 
City Treasurer within the current municipal year, from the 
taxes of said year, and bear interest, at such rate as said 
Treasurer shall deem proper, from their date until the day 
the same are made payable.

To the Honorable City Council: 


GENTLEMEN : Complying with the request contained in the 
order passed by your honorable body on the 16th ultimo, 
the Board of Police has to state that ward boundaries were 
never considered in the distribution of liquor licenses, there- 
fore it is not possible now to determine the number of 
licensed places that existed in each of the wards of the city 
ten years ago, and for this reason it has been found necessary 
to follow the boundary lines of the several police divisions 
in order to obtain the information required, as nearly as it 
can be done. 

By Table No. 1 it is shown that on the first of May, 
1887, the number of licensed places in the city was 1,787 
(not including 231 druggists), and that the fees paid into the 


city treasury ‘amounted to $608,113. 


These licenses were distributed in the several sections of 
the city, as follows:

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From 1890 to 1895 the number of licensed places in the 
several sections of the city remained about the same. 

During the past year 93 additional licensed places were 
created on account of the increase in population shown by 
the last State census, making the total number of licensed 
places in this city at the present time 993 (not including 
219 druggists and 46 special clubs). The number of licensed 
places in each ward, and the class of license in each place, 
are shown by Table No. 2. 

Regarding the matter of increasing the revenue from liquor 
licenses, the Board knows of but two ways by which that can 
be done: . 

Ist. By repealing the limitation law so as to make it 
lawful to issue more licenses, and amending the law relating 
to druggists so as to increase the fee for a license of the sixth 
class from one dollar to fifty dollars.

OF COL. THOMAS CASS 


IN PLACE OF THE 


STONE STATUE NOW IN THE PUBLIC GARDEN :

To the Board of Aldermen: 


I transmit herewith, and recommend the passage of, an 
order authorizing a proper bronze statue of Col. AR citiet 
Cass to be procured for the city, to be placed in the Public 
Garden in lieu of the present statue of Colonel Cass, to be 
paid for out of the income of the Phillips Fund. The Board 
of Aldermen, under the vote passed by the City Council ac- 
cepting the bequest of Jonathan Phillips, is authorized to 
expend the income of the fund left by him “to adorn and 
embellish the streets and public places of Boston,” in com- 
pliance with-the terms of the trust created by him. ‘The un- 
expended income of said fund amounted, on January 31st 


_ of the present year, to the sum of $6,604.07, and the further 


accumulations of the fund, at $1,200 per annum, will, be- 
fore a statue could be completed, provide a sum sufficient to 
pay for it. I believe that the expenditure of the income of 
this fund for this purpose, resulting in the substitution of a 
work of art for the present statue, will be highly desirable. 

I also transmit an order, which. should be passed by both 
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branches of the City Council if the expenditure for a bronze 
statue is authorized, providing for the substitution of the 
new statue for the present one, through the removal of the 
latter.

report, that the same “ought to pass,” on the following 
erounds : 

_ First. —The order is one for information only, such as 
any member is privileged to ask, and ordinarily would be 
referred, through His Honor the Mayor, to the proper head 
of department and replied to without question, even though 
involving considerable extra work in the department. In 
the present case the order only asks that certain matters of | 
detail be included in the annual report which the Clerk of 
Committees is bound by law and custom to make about this 
time anyway, and for which such matters can be obtained 
ina few hours’ labor. As this department is called on for 
extra information as little as any department of the city 
government, such a request seems distinctly reasonable. 
The last report of the department gave only the total number 
of committees, the total nena hors of meetings called, the 
amount awarded by the Committee on Claims and a few 
general remarks, occupying a total space of about two 
printed pages. We see no reason why it should not also 
give the number of meetings attended, 7.e., by a quorum, 
the number of reports made by each committee, and the 
expense incurred. The last item would be simply tran- 
scribed from the Auditor’s report (as in many department 
reports), but might be of interest in this connection. 

Second. — We believe the information called for by the 
order to be most desirable at the present time. Charges 
have been openly and repeatedly made on the floor of the 
Council that most of its committees are junketing agencies

pure and simple, and that the greatest expense is, as a rule, 
incurred by the committees which do the least work. These 
charges reflect on the whole Council, and if false, they 
should be disproved and retracted. If true, the fact should 
be made known and suitable action taken. We can account 
for the position of the majority of your committee only on 
the supposition that they individually or collectively fear the 
result of any kind of detailed publication of this nature, 
and we respectfully submit that the Council as a whole can- 
- not afford to adopt the same attitude.

APPOINTED TO CONSIDER THE QUESTION OF 


ERECTING A STATUE OF GENERAL 
JOSEPH WARREN. 


In Common Councit, February 27, 1896. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider the 
question of erecting a statue to Gen. Joseph Warren, 
having considered the ON, respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report : 


The committee are unanimously of the opinion that some 
action should be taken this year by the city government to 
procure and erect a suitable statue of Gen. Joseph Warren. 
The idea of erecting a statue of this Revolutionary hero is 
not a new one, as the Continental Congress passed a resolve 
in favor of providing such a statue, but the Congress of the 
United States never made good the promise of the earlier 
body. It has now been decided, we are informed, that the 
United States Government will not appropriate money for 
the erection of a statue unless it is to be erected on the 
public lands of the government. <A few years ago an order 
providing for a statue to General Warren was passed by the 
City Council, but it failed to receive the approval of the 
Mayor at that time. In the year 1895 a special committee 
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of the City Council made a report in favor of erecting such 
a statue, and the matter was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee to provide the necessary appropriation. The sum 
required was included in a Joan order reported by the Com- 
mittee on Finance, but the order was presented so near the 
close of the session that it failed to pass. 

In regard to the location of the proposed statue the com- 
mittee are of the opinion that the site reeommended by the 
committee of last year is the most available one; namely, 
the triangular lot on Warren street, at the junction of St. 
James and Regent streets. This site is in close proximity 
to what was formerly the old Warren homestead on Warren 
street, where General Warren was born and passed the 
greater part of his life. 

It should be stated that the United States Government 
has furnished a number of bronze cannon, the material of 
which it is intended to be used for the proposed statue, and 
the committee are informed that by including the use of this © 
material, the statue and pedestal can be furnished and 
erected for a sum not exceeding $12,500, and they accord- 
ingly recommend the passage of the accompanying order 
requesting the Committee on Finance to provide the said 
sum. 

A copy of the report submitted by the committee of 1895 
is appended hereto.

REPORT OF JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON SUB- 
Seer OF ERECTION OF STATUE OF GENERAL 
JOSEPH WARREN. 


In Common Councit, September 19, 1895. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider the question 
of erecting a statue of Gen. Joseph Warren, having considered 
the subject, respectfully report that they are unanimously of the 
opinion that some action should be taken by the government to 
secure a suitable memorial in commemoration of the services of 
Gen. Joseph Warren. 

It is needless for your committee to give any biography of 
Gen. Joseph Warren. ‘The story of his life and death is known 
to every school-boy in the land. Some make the mistake of 
believing that Warren’s fame depends alone on his military 
service, — were it not for the accident of his death, his career in 
the ranks of his country’s defenders would not have been so 
very noteworthy. At the time of his death he was President of 
the Congress of Massachusetts, and Chairman of the Committee 
of Public Safety, thus being virtually at the head of the new 
Commonwealth. He received his commission as major-general 
but three days before the battle of Bunker Hill. It is as the 
physician, as the scholar, as the orator, as the patriot that he 
should chiefly be remembered. 

It is eminently fitting that the city of Boston should honor 
itself by honoring Warren in the erecting of a statue of him. 
At present there is no public memorial of this illustrious man. 
This fact has been unfavorably commented on by visitors to our 
city. A number of times the question of erecting a statue to 
Warren has been agitated by our citizens. In 1860 a number of 
the citizens of the city of Roxbury formed the Joseph Warren 
Monument Association. This association has labored in vain to 
have the National Congress appropriate the necessary money. 
The United States Government has, however, donated to the 
association ten bronze cannon to furnish the material for a 
statue. 

Your committee, believing that there should be no further 
delay in recognizing one of our most famous citizens, earnestly 
recommend the passage of the order accompanying this report. 

Having carefully considered the question of a site, your com- 
mittee believe that it is proper that a memorial of this kind 
should be erected in that part of the city in which the patriot 


Oe Tg 
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was born, and in which he spent the greater part of his short 
life. A triangular plot of land, —St. James Park, by name, — 
bounded by Warren, St. James, and Regent streets, in Ward 21, 
is a most eligible site. Almost directly opposite, on the easterly 
side of Warren street, was the birthplace of Joseph Warren. 

Your committee have consulted with several sculptors of note, 
and have come to the conclusion that for fifteen thousand dollars 
a fitting memorial can be erected. The Warren Monument 
Association stands ready to turn over to the city the ten 
cannon owned by them, in case the city appropriated the money 
for this statue. This, of course, would materially lessen the 
cost. | 

Your committee recommend the passage of the following.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers of -the city of Boston 
and. the county of Suffolk, payable during the financial year 
1896-97, beginning with the first day of February, 1896, 
and ending with the last day of January, 1897, and to meet 
their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-funds 
requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking- 
fund, the respective sums ‘of money hereinafter specified be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several depart- 
ments and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated ; 
that all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be contributed to promote the objects 
of any appropriation, be credited to such appropriation ; and 
that the respective executive departments of said city, under 
the general supervision and control of the Mayor, and the 
other public authorities designated in the several appropri- 
ations, or having by law the expenditure of the same, expend 
the said appropriations according to law for the objects and 
purposes specified, and expend said contributions for the 
objects and purposes directed by the several contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered, That the appropriations hereinafter specified, 
except those for the Water Department, be met out of the 
money remaining as a general balance in the treasury at the 
close of the thirty-tir st day of January, 1896, not including 
any money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
ments of, any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, 
and out of the income of the current year, other than that 
from the water-works, and taxes tothe amount of $11,780,171. 

Ordered, That the inccme received fronr the water-works 
be applied, so far as required, toward meeting the appro- 
priations hereinafter specified for the Water Department. 

Ordered, That to provide the said amount of taxes, the 
sum of $11,780,171 be raised by taxation on the polls and 
estates taxable in the city of Boston; that all such taxes, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1896, or of any other taxes or as- 
sessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable 
on the first day of October, 1896 ; that all such taxes paid after 
the first day of November, 1896, bear interest from and

of seven per cent. per annum after and including said first 
day of January; except that taxes assessed upon shares of 
stock of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of 
twelve per cent. per annum from and including said first day 
of November until paid; and that all interest which shall 
have become due.on taxes shall be added to and be a part of 
such taxes. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the 
appropriations aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at 
such times and in such amounts as he may deem best, 
bonds, notes, or certificates of indebtedness of the city 
of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars in the total, 
in anticipation of the taxes of . the current municipal year ; 
that all such bonds, notes, or certificates of iitdebted: 
ness be dated the day the money for the same is received, be 
made payable with the interest thereon at the office of the 
City Treasurer within the current municipal year, from the 
taxes of said year, and bear interest, at such rate as said 
Treasurer shall deem proper, from their date until the day 
the same are made payable.

DEAR SiR: In accordance with the provisions of Sect. 
11, Chap. 455, of the Acts of 1894, a report is herewith 
submitted of the acts and proceedings of this department, 


in enforcing the provisions of Chap. 455, An Act relative to — 


the Licensing of Plumbing and the Supervision of the Busi- 
ness of Plumbing. 

The first act, ” creating a supervision of the business of 
plumbing and the licensing of plumbers, was Chap. 477 of 
Act of 1893, which was in tenor and purport the same as 
Chap. 455 of 1894, with this exception, that no provision 
was made for the expenditures of any moneys to provide for 
the enforcing of said act, nor was any report or any account 
required to be given of the proceedings under said act, and 
none have been rendered until this time. 

By the provisions of Sect. 12, said Chap. 455 of 1894, 
being a continuation of said previous chapter, and not to be 
considered a new enactment, it was deemed advisable to 
report from the commencement the proceedings of the 
department relative to this work. 

Appended is a list of master and journeymen plumbers 
registered under the provisions of Chap. 455 of 1894, which 
act went into effect July 6, said licensees having personally 
registered their names and ‘addresses at the office of the In- 
spector of Buildings, and having stated under oath where and 
how long they were engaged in or worked at the said busi- 
ness, and whether as master or employing Su or as

examination, they having been engaged in or working at 
the business of plumbing prior to the tenth day of July, 
1893, and having so stated under oath before being regis- 
tered, and also stating in what capacity they were engaged 
in or working, whether as a master or employing plumber 
or as a journeyman plumber, and where and how long. 

Many difficulties arose in regard to the registering of 
plumbers, especially journeymen, by the department having 
no knowledge as to whether the applicant was as stated, but 
every precaution was taken by requiring each applicant. to 
be vouched for by some registered master or journeyman 
plumber or by a member of this department; and that 
statement vouching for said applicant was made under oath. 

The registering, licensing, and enforcing of the provisions 
of this act has entailed a great deal of extra work, and for 
which no additional compensation has been eranted or addi- 
tional employees allowed this department. 

The questioning of applicants for licenses in order to 
obtain the facts so that the department might be satisfied 
that the person so registering was actually engaged in or 
working at said business prior to said date, in accordance 
with the provisions of Sect. 2 of said Chap. 455, con- 
sumed a great deal of valuable time, and for two weeks the 
attention of the majority of the department was given to 
this work. 

We believe that the register as made is practically correct, 
and that persons registering under oath and in the manner 
in which they were required to register, did not falsely 
represent nor did they misstate the circumstances and con- 
ditions applying to their individual cases. And while it 
may be possible that many of those who are now registered 
could not pass an examination in competition with those 
who have since taken the examination, still in all things they 


are duly and legally qualified to perform plumbing.

Plumbmg Ex- 
aminers should have a’secretary, and by vote of the Board 
Mr. A. 8. Ward, of the Health Department, was employed. 
There being no funds to pay for such services it was deemed 
advisable that the Inspector of Buildings (being a member of 
said Board and being authorized by Sect. 11 of Chap. 455 
to “expend such portion of all fees collected under this act 
as shall be necessary to properly perform all duties imposed 
by this act”) should pay for such services. 

This has been done, as will be seen by the above statement. 

The amount of $822.80, together with the vouchers for the

_ Ordered, That the City Engineer, through His Honor the 
Mayor, be requested to render to the Common Council an 
opinion on the following points, in regard to the cost of 
establishing a municipal electric light plant i in Boston: 


1. Number of arc lamps required to light all the public 
streets now laid out in the city of Boston. 
' 2. Number of are and incandescent lamps required for 
the same service. . 
3. The number of are lamps likely to be required at 
poent to satisfactorily light the city. 

4. The number of arc and incandescent lamps for. the’ 
same service. 

5. ‘The number of arc lamps now in service. 

6. The number of power stations advisable to get best 
results and economy of operation. 
.7. The area.of land-required for each power station. 

8. Whether any sites now owned by the city are adequate - 
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for the purpose, having regard to convenience of location, 
area, etc. 

9. Whether the.standard 450 watt, nominal 2000 c.p. 
arc Jamp should be used, or the half-arc, nominal 1200 c.p. 
300 watt lamp. 

10. What advantage, if any, would be derived by using 
incandescent lamps in conjunction with arcs for street light- 
ing. 

‘1. Number Fad p. incandescent lamps required for all 
buildings which the city is now required to light. 

12. Cost of distribution: that is to say, the cables, wires, 
poles, lamp, and other appliances or devices outside the 
power station. This estimate to be made up according to 
the various number of lamps contemplated as above for each 
separate case, and also according to the cost per lamp for 
arc lighting alone, for an underground system in that part 
of the city where the wires are now underground or where 
they are to be put underground in accordance with chapter 
454 of the Acts of 1894, and for an overhead system else- 
where. 

13. Cost for distribution system for incandescent light- 
ing for all public wants, exclusive of street lighting. ae 

14. Portion of system that in his opimion should be. 
placed underground at the commencement. 

15. Cost of portion of each system which should be 
placed underground at the commencement. 

16. Extra’cost of: 

(a) Placing the whole distributing system for are light- 
ing underground. 

(6) For both are and ineandescent lighting. 

17. General specifications of all the details of the distrib-. 
uting systems, both overhead and underground. 

18. After making the above estimates, the deductions 

which may be made: , 

(1) On account of lamps, poles, wires, conduits, or other 
portions of an electric light plant, now the propa of the. 
city of Boston. 

(2) On account of the rights in the conduits now laid 
which the city has, or may acquire, in accordance with section 
14, chapter 36, of the Revised Ordinances. 

(3) Any other deductions which in his opmion may be 
fairly made.

(7) Total number of incandescent lamps for all the 
requirements of the city exclusive of street lighting. 

In the above estimates, allowances to be made for such 
necessary reserve machinery as is usually provided under 
similar conditions of operation to insure continuous and 
satisfactory service. Stating the percentage of reserve 
capacity in boilers, engines, and dynamos; stating the class 
of boilers, whether water, tube, or otherwise, the character 
of engines, whether simple, compound or triple, and whether 
condensing or not; also the size or capacity of dynamos, 
the number of are lamps per circuit, whether direct or 
alternating current for each service, voltage of dynamos. 

20. State the cost of maintaining in detail, giving the 
principal items somewhat as follows: 

Annual cost of coal in the aggregate, per h. p. and per 
arc lamp; also the average price ‘of such coal as the estimate 
is based on. 

Annual cost of labor, stating number of men, classifying 
the same, and indicating the wages for each class or group, 
giving {otal annual cost. 

Annual cost of administration charges, such as salaries of 
superintendent, bookkeeper, etc. 

21. Also stating proper allowance for depreciation : 

(a) On buildings. 

(6) On steam plant. 

(¢) On electric plant within the station. 

(d) On all distributing systems and other apparatus and 
appliances outside the station.

(a) On buildings.

(c) For full accident insurance against accidents to 
employees and to the public.

PLAYGROUND IN WARD 23, WEST 
ROXBURY. 


The committee of the Common Council of the city of 
Boston appointed to consider and report on the selection 
of a playground in Ward 23, West Roxbury, and the desir- 
ability and probable cost of the same, report as follows: 

The policy of the city of Boston has become firmly 
established of providing in a generous manner parks and 
playgrounds for the use of its citizens. Its expenditures 
for the larger parks have been great, and their benefit is 
undoubtedly corresponding, but at the same time men have 
realized that smaller breathing spaces located in various 
sections of the city and easy of access to those in their 
vicinity furnished more health and enjoyment in proportion 
than the few large areas. 

It is because of the recognition of this latter fact that 
the city has furnished such playgrounds as it already has, 
and it is because-of the recognition of this fact that the 
people of West Roxbury are anxious that they should be 
provided for when the land for a playground can be had at 
reasonable expense. In the densely populated portions of 
Boston it has cost very considerable sums to get compara- 
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tively small areas because the city did not earlier begin its 
policy of buying them. West Roxbury wants a park and 
playground when,a not large sum will buy a large area, and 
make it a means of health and enjoyment for the citizens of 
that section for the future. 

West Roxbury is a rapidly growing section. The last 
three years have seen a great increase in the population of 
that portion of the city, and this movement must hecome 
greater rather than less because of the natural attractiveness 
of the section, the character of its people, and its ease of 
access to the business centre. 

There is no. open space for public use in that section 
between Franklin Park and Dedham — a distance of perhaps 
four miles. This extensive district must have a playground 
in the future, and the earlier it is secured the cheaper is the 
price and the ereater the area obtained for the same sum. 

he territory immediately contiguous to Highland Station 
seems the proper place for the ‘location of such a play- 
ground, as it is a central point for the section; and in the 
‘¢ Billings Field,” so-called, lying between Centre street, 
LaGrange street, Bellevue street, and an unnamed street 
shown on a plan of the land made by Nathaniel Smith, sur- 
veyor, your committee find a tract of land which they be- 
lieve is better adapted by location and extent than any 
other to the object desired. 

They present the following reasons for its purchase : 

1. It can be bought for a price that is fair, considering 
its location. 

2. There are no buildings upon it to Increase the ex- 
pense of purchase without adding to its value for the use 
desired. 

3. Itis a large tract of nearly fifteen acres, capable of 
being used for all the sports of children, and also for other 
purposes, without much expenditure. 

4, It is more central to the section than any other avail- 
able land, and touches accepted streets on three sides. 

The subject of a playground for West Roxbury has been 
before the Common Council in previous years. For a long 
time citizens of that section have been impressed with the 
necessity of early action before the ‘‘ Billings Field” was 


utilized for other purposes. In 1891 a petition requesting 


the purchase of the tract above-described for a playground 
was signed by nearly three hundred citizens, representing 
upwards of a million dollars, and presented to the Common 
Council. <A largely attended hearing was given on the 
same at City Hall, before the Cominittes on Publis Grounds, 
when the subject was fully discussed, and the committee 
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recommended the purchase of the ‘‘ Billings Field” for the 
purpose requested. | 

Again, in 1893, a special committee of the Common Coun- 
cil investigated very carefully the subject of the purchase of 
land in West Roxbury for a playground, and made a report 
recommending the purchase of the same tract of land. The 
report of the latter committee is set forth in City Document. 
No. 114 of 1898. | 

The West Roxbury Citizens’ Association, an organization 
composed of two hundred or more of the best citizens of that 
section, and organized to consider the needs of the section 
and the interests of the city, has recently considered the 
subject of the purchase of ‘‘ Billings Field” for a_play- 
ground, and has unanimously instructed its committee on 
streets, parks, and squares to use its best efforts towards 
_ bringing about the purchase of ‘* Billings Field.” 

The above things show the unanimity of sentiment of the 
section on the need of a playground and on the particular 
tract recommended. 

Your committee estimate that for about forty-eight thons- 
and dollars the tract above-described can be purchased, and 
they recommend the passage of the following order:

Ordered, 'That the Committee on Finance be requested to 
provide in the next loan bill the sum of forty-eight thousand 
dollars, said sum to constitute a special appropriation for the 
purchase, for a playground, of a lot of land in that part of 
Boston known as West Roxbury, lying between Centre 
street, Bellevue street, LaGrange street, and an unnamed 
street shown on a plan of the land made by Nathaniel Smith, 
and known as ‘* Billings Field,” containing about six hun- 
dred thousand square feet of land.

ONE HUNDRED AND FOURTEENTH

petition of the West End Street Railway Company for leave 
to construct a double track on Hancock street, Dorchester, 
having considered the subject, respectfully recommend the 
passage of the accompanying order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the city of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to lay down, maintain, and use a double track on 
Hancock street, Dorchester, from existing tracks on Dudley 
‘street to existing tracks on Bowdoin street, with necessary 
curves, switches, cross-gvers, and connections; said tracks 
and turn-outs being shown by red lines on a plan made by 
A. L. Plimpton, dated January 7, 1896, and deposited in 
the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and.the kind and quality of material 
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used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the ~ 
conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from 
the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and 
void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within sixty days from the date of the passage of this order.

Hon. Josran Quincy, Mayor: 

Dear Stir: In answer to the order of the Board of Alder- 
men, March 2, 1896, “That the Building Commissioner, 
through His Honor the Mayor, be requested to inform this 
Board of Aldermen as to whether or not the new building 
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now being erected on the site of the Tremont House exceeds 
the limit in height set by law, and, if so, as to whether 
objections had been filed previous to the issuance of the 
permit to build, and, if so, by whom such objections were 
filed,” I would respectfully report that, in the opinion of this 
department, the building on the site of the Tremont House, 
now being erected, does not exceed the limit in height al- 
lowed by law. No objections were filed at any time with ~ 
the department, previous to the issuance of the permit to 
build or since, but a request was filed recently with the 
Law Department of the city of Boston, asking them to apply 
for-an injunction to restrain the use or occupancy, as the 
construction of this building was deemed by the petitioners 
to be in violation of law, and this department was requested 
by Mr. Bailey, of the Law Department, to furnish facts rela- 
tive to the same. 

The following is a copy of the communication sent to Mr. 
Bailey, which explains the position of the department : 


“Outp Court Housr, March 2, 1896. 


“ AnpREW J. Bartny, Esq., Corporation Counsel: 


“Dear Sir: In answer to your communication of the 
28th ult., requesting me to give ‘the facts in the matter of the 
erection of the building at the corner of Tremont and Beacon 
streets as to its height, and how the same was determined,’ 
I would reply as follows: 

“The question of the height to which a building on a side 
hill could be carried under the provisions of the present 
building law was carefully considered by this department, 
and it came to the following conclusions : 

“1. That any building could not exceed a height of two 
and one-half times the width of the widest street on which the 
building stood, whether such street was a main thorough- 
fare or a private way existing at the passage of this act, or a 
street or way established since the passage of this act, as 
required by law. 

‘2. <A building could not exceed 125 feet in height. 

“3. That the height of 125 feet was to be determined as 
set forth in the definition of this act as to what constitutes 
‘the height of a building,’ which is, ‘ the vertical distance of 
the highest point of the roof above the highest grade of 
street or ground at the principal front.’ 

“4, That it was obvious that the law did not mean that 
no portion of the roof of a building should exceed a height 
of 125 feet above the grade of any street or place upon 
which it stood, or the law would have read ‘not to 
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exceed a height of 125 feet from the lowest grade of 
any street. or place upon which it stands to the highest point 
of the roof.’ But the words ‘lowest grade’ are not used, 
nor are the words ‘mean grade’ used as they are in the 
definition defining the height of a wall, but instead the 
words ‘ highest grade’ are used, thereby making it possible, 
under certain conditions, for a building to have a roof in 
excess of 125 feet from the lowest grade of a street or 
place upon which it stands, although it does not exceed the 
height of 125 feet from the point of reckoning, that is, the 
highest erade at the principal front. 

© The ~ question what constitutes the principal front is 
not easy to determine. ‘There is no legal definition of it, 
nor has custom or practice definitely established it. It 
seemed to the department to be a question to be decided by 
the circumstances attending each case rather than by any 
fixed rule. 

“ Now, how were these conclusions applied to the Tremont 
House building? frst, said Tremont Building was allowed 
us a basis for reckoning its height two and one-half times the 
width of the widest street on which it stood, which is Tre- 
mont street. The average width of Tremont street opposite 
this building, according to the Street Department, Surveying 
Division, is 55 td feet. This would allow this building, if 
taken on that basis alone, to be erected to a height of 138.52 


100 
feet to the highest point of the roof above Tremont. street, 


whereas it has a height of but 135 feet at its highest point of 
roof, which is at the corner of Beacon and Tremont streets. 
Second, said building was also not to exceed a height of 
125 feet from the highest gerade at the principal front. to 
the highest point of the roof. Taking as a point of reckon- 
ing the highest grade of Beacon street at Tremont place, 
which is 70 feet 3 inches above mean low water, this building 
has a height of 195 feet above mean low water, or a height 
of 124 feet 9 inches above the grade of street to highest point 
of roof, which is 3 inches less than allowed by law. 

“The only point left to be determined was, Which was 
the principal front? The parties in interest claimed that 
this building had a continuous facade or front unbroken along 
Beacon street and Tremont street; but if the department 
decided otherwise than by the construction and interior 
arrangements of the building, Beacon street must be accepted 

as the front; for the plans show the building to have two 
wings extending from the front on Beacon street toward the 
rear, that is, the burying-ground. The longest wing has a 
side ‘facing Tremont street ; and this wing has an extension 
beyond the rear line of the wing on Tremont-place side some 


44 feet in length and 20 feet in width. These wings are 
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separated by a large open area above the first floor, with an 
average length of 90 feet and an average width of 37 feet. 
Taking this view of the case, the main building on Beacon 
street was found to have a length of 171 feet 6 inches; 
whereas the main building on Tremont-street side was much 
shorter, and in order to make it appear as longer than the 
Beacon-street side it is necessary to add to the main build- 
ing the wing on Tremont-street side and the additional ex- 
tension of said wing. . 

“This will be readily seen by examining the enclosed 
plan, which gives the lengths of all sides, and width of the 
streets and the orades at the three principal points. 

tEhe department concluded that as far as the intent and 
spirit of the law was concerned they were both met by the 
conditions as presented, and that it was immaterial to the 
fulfilling of the law requirements whether the interested 
parties chose to consider the Beacon and Tremont streets 
sides as one continuous unbroken front or facade, or 
whether they chose to regard Beacon street as the front. 

“In reviewing the situation to-day, [am more than ever 
satisfied that the decision of the department was correct, for 
it is only too apparent that if Beacon street descended from 
Tremont street to Tremont place at the same grade it now 
ascends to it, z7.e., 10 feet, and Tremont street was taken as 
the principal front, as claimed by the remonstrants, the 
exact reverse conditions would lawfully exist, and the height 
of 135 feet would be on Tremont place in lieu of on Tremont 
street. This is but a quibble of a technical point, and does 
not meet the broad meaning, 
ing law, which is for ‘the better preservation of life and 
property, and the more effectual prevention of fire.’ 

“It was under these conditions, and with these views and 
understanding of the law, that the department approved the 
application as relating to the height of the building and 
granted a permit. 

“ Enclosed also find a diagram showing the Beacon-street 
elevation as now existing, and same if Beacon street was 
reversed.

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MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


RELATIVE TO 


PROPOSED NEW UNION PASSENGER 
RAILROAD STATION 


IN 


TERRITORY BOUNDED BY SUMMER STREET 
EXTENDED, FORT-POINT CHANNEL, AND 
BEDERAL STREET. 


Crry oF Boston, OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
Crry Hauxu,. March 16, 1896. 
To the City Council: 

In my inaugural address I called attention to the fact that 
the recent acquirement by the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company, lessee of the Old Colony and 
Boston & Providence Railroad systems, of the control of the 
New England Railroad, brought up for immediate considera- 
tion the pressing question of the readjustment of passenger 
terminals on the south side of the city. I then said: 

* A new union passenger station, for the use of at least the 
Old Colony and New England railroads, is a necessity of 
the immediate future. I believe that In accordance with the 
findings of the Rapid Transit Commission of 1891, it wiil 
ultimately be found desirable to concentrate all of the pas- 
senger tratlic upon the south side of the city in one union 
station, to be located upon or near the sites of the present 
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Old Colony and Boston & Albany stations on Kneelund 
strect. It seems to me worthy of serious consideration 
whether it will not be advisable for the City Government to 
tuke advantage of the present new conditions of railroad 
management by endeavoring to secure, if possible, the pas- 

sage of compulsory legislation to eflect this great Improve- 
ment.” 

The plan for concentrating the freight business ‘of the New 
England, Old Colony and Providence railroads at the pres- 
ent “freight terminals of the New England Railroad at South 
Boston, which was formulated and substantially agreed upon 
during the month of January, requires the abolition of the pres- 
ent orade crossing of the New England Railroad on A street, 
and the discontinuance of its location west of the easterly 
line of A street, and therefore involves the abandonment of 
the present New England. passenger station. The question 
therefore at once forced itself upon the management of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford and New England rail- 
roads, whether provision should be made for a union passen- 
ger station for the Old Colony and New England railroads 
alone, or whether the passenger business of the Boston & 
Providence and Boston & Albany railroads, or of either of 
them, would also have to be provided for at the same point. 
The attitude of the city of Boston had an important bearing 
upon this question, particularly in view of the suggestion of 
compulsory legislation, and I had no hesitation, particularly 
in the light of the careful investigations of the Rapid Transit 
Commission of 1891, in taking the position that the opportu- 
nity thus presented of securing a radical and comprehensive 
rearrangement of the passenger and freight business of the 

railroads entering the city on the south ‘side should not be 
lost. 

The President of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company, and also of the New England Railroad 
Company, Mr. Charles P. Clark, representing in these two 
capacities three of the four railroads entering the city on the 
south, expressed his willingness to cooperate with the man- 
ngement of the Boston & Albany Railroad Company, in 
endeavoring to agree upon some plan which should be satis- 
factory both to the railroads concerned and to the city.  hep- 
resentatives of the latter company were then requested b 
ine to define its attitude upon this question, and, while they 
expressed the opinion that the difficulties and disady antages 
ot the project, from the standpoint of their corporation, 
were of a serious character, they, nevertheless, expressed 
their willingness to consider in a fair spirit any scheme that 
nught be proposed, and suggested that the officers of the New 
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York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad should undertake 
the preparation of a plan. This was promptly entered upon, 
and the first result of their effort was that all parties con- 
cerned soon became satisfied that, owing to the shortness of 
the distance between Kneeland street and Fort-Point Chan- 
nel, this site did not afford sufficient depth tor the proper 
handling of trains.and the interchangeable use of tracks. A 
new scheme, laid out upon broad and comprehensive lines, 
affording ample room not only for present but for future 
needs, and possessing great advantages over any other plan 
that had been suggested, was then brought forward. ‘This 
plan soon received the assent of the officers of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company, and it also meets with my hearty 
approval, as well as with that of the Corporation Counsel and 
the City Engineer. A bill embodying this plan and provid- 
ing for its speed y execution will be presented to the Legis- 
lature, at the hearing before the Committee on Railroals on 
Wednesday next, upon the petition presented by me for 
legislation to provide for a union passenger station. Legis- 
lation is, of course, required for the carrying out of this 
undertaking, and therefore the subject is necessarily pre- 
sented for action at the State House; and it is, moreover, 
considered essential in carrying out a project of this magni- 
tude, involving so many different interests, that all the neces- 
sary authorities should be granted by legislation. It has 
seemed to me proper, however, that the proposed plan should 
first be made public through a communication to the City 
Coancil.: 

The plan now proposed involves the taking, for the pur- 
pose of the new passenger terminals, of the territory bounded 
by Summer street extended to the Harbor Commissioners’ 
Line on Fort-Point Channel, by said line on this Channel, 
and by Federal street. The station is to have a frontage of 
over 600 feet upon the extension of Summer strect, is to 
contain over thirty trac ks, interchangeably connected, and is 
to be used by all four of the railroads on the south of the 
city. The station building is expected to be five stories in 
height, to contain the general offices of the different railroads 
and to be at least the equal of any passenger station in this 
country in its accommodations. ‘This site is nearer to the 
business centre of the city than any other possible position, 
being distant only 1,600 feet from the Post-Office Building, 
and with all passenger traffic concentrated at the present 
Union Depot on the north of the city and at this proposed 
Southern Union Depot, Boston will be at least as well pro- 
vided with passenger terminals directly in the business 
section, as any large city in the country. 
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When the new station is completed, the present tracks and 
terminals of the Boston & Providence Railroad Company to the 
north of the point where its tracks cross at grade those of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad Company on D: itmouth street, are 
to be abandoned, and the passenger traffic of the former road 
will be handled at the new station ; but in order to meet the 
demands of the patrons of this road who find a station near 
the Back Bay District more convenient than one down town 
a new and commodious station will be erected on Dartmouth 
and Buckingham streets, at which point the tracks of the 
Boston & Providence Railr oad will be connected with those 


of the Boston & Albany, so that the trains of the former 


company can reach the new terminals over the tracks of the 
latter company. It is expected, however, that the present 
location of the Boston & Albany Railroad from this point 
will before lone be widened to receive additional tracks. As 
the removal of all the freight business of the Boston & Provi- 
dence Railroad to the South Boston yards is provided for 
by the plan for the concentration of freight at the latter 
point, which has already been made public and is em- 
bodied in a bill now pending before the Legislature, this 
company will be able to sell for other uses all of its ter- 
minals and locations north of the Dartmouth-street grade 
crossing. 

The “proposed location of the new Union Station is based 
primarily upon the extension of Summer street, at a width 
of one hundred feet, to the Harbor Commissioners’ line on 
Fort-Point Channel. This will involve the taking by the city 
of a portion of the block lying between Purchase and Federal 
streets and Atlantic avenue, in order to secure the neces- 
sary width for Summer street on the northerly side. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that this necessary widen- 
ing, as well as the laying out and construction of Summer 
street to Fort-Point Channel is equally necessary for both 
the Union Station project and the South Boston freight 
terminal project. 

As it would be impossible to provide for the separation 
of grades between Federal street and the tracks entering the 


terminal grounds, it becomes necessary to relocate Fedevah 
street ; and this is to be accomplished by constructing a new. 


street, ninety-two feet in width, from the extension of Sum- 
mer street, along the Harbor Commissioners’ line, to Federal- 
street bridge. This takes the traffic now passing over Federal 
street entirely outside of the terminals and of the tracks 
leading to them, making only a slight detour from the pres- 
ent line of travel. It should also be noted that the proposed 


removal of the Old Colony freight yards to the New England 


my 
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yards at South Boston will materially lessen the use of the’ 
Federal-street bridge. 

As the terminal tracks will cut off the newly located: 
Federal street from Kneeland street, the former will become 
exclusively a thoroughfare for travel to South Boston and. 
Dorchester, and it will be necessary to provide for a new 
street of proper .width connecting with Kneeland street. 
For this purpose it is proposed to widen Cove street to the 
width of one hundred feet, and to extend it through from 
its present eee at East street to Summer street. It 
is also proposed to bring the boundary of the terminal 
grounds up to the easterly line of Cove street, as thus 
widened, so that this street will run alone the terminal 
grounds, and will connect Atlantic avenue, Summer street, 
and Federal street with Kneeland street. 

In addition to the extension, construction, and widening 
of these three streets, the city is also called upon to widen 
its bridges over the Boston & Albany Railroad tracks a 
Broadway and at Albany street, in order to permit of the 
extension of four tracks to the terminal grounds ; but in con-- 
sideration of the assumption by the city of this expense 
(which will not, it is now estimated, be a heavy one) the 
Boston & Albany Railroad Company is to abandon its grade 
crossing upon Kneeland street, and its railroad location: 
between Kneeland and Beach streets, thus doing away with 
a constant source of danger and delay, and adding some 
$250,000 worth of land to the tax valuation of the city. 

In order to enable the different railroads concerned to join 
together upon a suitable basis for the acquirement of the 
necessary land for the new terminals and the construction of 
a Union passenger station thereon, it is necessary to form a 
terminal company, to be owned by the different railroads 
and to be managed by their representatives. The general 
basis upon which it is proposed to divide the expenses js that 
the railroad companies, through the terminal ey, shall 
bear all the expenses, except those occasioned by changes in 
streets, which are to be borne by the city. The terminal 
company is to acguire the title to the land along Fort-Point 
Channel, on which Federal street is to be relocated, and 1s 
to convey this land to the city free of charge, in exchange 
for the landewithin the limits of streets whieh Is taken by 
the termimal~ company. The expense of constructing : 
retaining-wall along the channel, of filling the land, and of 
constructing the street is to be borne by the city. The 
expense of this work from Summer-street extension to Fed- 
eral-street bridge will, aecording to the estimate of the City 
Kngineer, amount to about $32 5,000. His estimate of thie cost 
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of widening and extending Summer street is $625,000, and of 
the cost of “widening and extending Cove street, allowing an 
outside price for the land taken, $850,000. The whole 
expense to the city, according to the figures of the City 
Engineer, would thus amount to about $1, 800,000. 

For this expenditure the city will not only get the great 
benefits which will come to it-indirectly by the establishment 
of the union passenger station — benefits which would alone, 
in my opinion, warrant the whole expense involved — but it 
will get a direct return from the taxation upon the increased 
valuation, which will certainly run into the millions, of the 
property taken for terminal purposes, and it will also have 
the great benefits of new and wider streets. The beginning 
of the Providence terminals north of the Dartmouth-street 
grade crossing into the market will also result in a large in- 
crease in taxable real estate in that locality. The abolition 
of the grade crossing of the Boston & Providence and the 
Boston & Albany railroads is of great advantage to the city, 
not only because it removes a constant source of danger and 
delay, but because it makes quicker suburban | service 
(probably by the use of electric power) possible on both 
these roads. Anything which will tend, as such a service 
will certainly do, to the more rapid building up of the large 
amount of vacant land lying within the city limits, would be 
of great advantage. 

In conclusion, I feel that I may congratulate the people 
of Boston, through the City Council, that a project promis- 
ing such great benefits to the city, and constituting one of 
the largest and most important schemes. of public improve- 
ment that has ever been presented to our citizens, has now 
come so near to realization.

Sir: The Boston branch of the Association of Collegiate 
Alumne, to which your Honor refers in your communication 
to the School Committee dated January 13, had already made 
ereat progress in their volunteer work of investigating the con- 
dition of the school-houses when your expert committee was 
appointed. The Association, which includes among its officers 
such influential women as Mrs. Alice U. Pearmain, President, 
Mrs. Ellen H. Richards, of the Institute of Technology, and 
others well known for their public-spirited efforts to promote 
knowledge and the general welfare, had secured the aid of 
Professor W oodbridge, of the Institute of Technology, now of 
this committee, as adviser in this branch of their work, and he 
was, therefore, in some measure familiar with it. The Associ- 
ation, upon learning of your Honor’s intentions, and of the 
consequent appointment of this committee, turned over to us 
the very copious documentary record of the observations col- 
lected by the members of the Association, with the approval of 
the Mayor and School Committee. 

The amount of work done by the Association is of great 
possible value to the welfare of the schools. The records show 
that every building about which there has been or was likely to 
be any question as to its complete sanitary fitness, surround- 
ings and safety in case of fire, has had careful study. It com- 
prises, doubtless, the only comprehensive statement that has 
ever been made of the condition of the school-houses in these 
respects, and, therefore, supplies information in a form wholly 
new and of great value. Such a record thus begun should be 
made permanent and continued by regular corrections in con- 
nection with reference plans of all buildings, including floor 
plans and maps of adjoining property. It is our pleasure to 
express our own high appreciation of the importance of the 
facts ascertained, which the work we have undertaken has 
verified, and of the immense labor accomplished by these 
women for the benefit of the schools, and to urge the citizens 
to give the fullest attention to, their report. 

We have followed your desire to limit our inspection and 
recommendations to buildings included in the lists prepared by 


oO 
the Superintendent of Buildings, and for the improved sanita- 
tion of which the School Committee asked an appropriation, 
and have taken those cases first which appeared to be in the 
most urgent need of improvement. We have been careful to 
overlook no district of the city, and so far as possible to choose 


typical examples. ‘To furnish the desired information in the 
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clearest form, we shall point out and fully describe the leading 
faults of the present buildings and show the defects which pro- 
ceed from them. 

We feel it important to explain that our recomendations are 
‘influenced to a very large extent by the fact that existing 
apparatus, where its condition is such that judicious repairs 
may. be made, must serve in many cases even where entire 
reconstruction seems to be demanded. We make this state- 
ment to parry in advance such criticism of our suggestions as 
may be based upon their failure to indicate thorough-going 
reconstruction ‘of apparatus in conformity with the most 
approved models. Our work represents what we think can be 
done with a limited amount of money to restore these buildings 
to a good sanitary condition. 

We are not in sympathy with those who would startle the 
citizens by creating a false or even an exaggerated alarm in 
regard to the sanitary condition of our school-houses. Our 
labors have demonstrated, to the credit of the city, that the 
defects of the school-houses are chiefly those of principle ; 
the workmanship as a rule, excepting the buildings most com- 
plained of, being above the average found in private houses. 
There are exceptions, but in general we find faults rather in 
the methods followed than in the execution of the work. 

We find that the Health Department has been most diligent 
in its inspections, and that obvious dangers pointed out by them 
have been generally eliminated, although there still remain 
~ some undeniably bad buildings which have been left for years 
unimproved and in a dangerous state. 

Defects in heating apparatus are less important than in 
drainage or ventilation. Such of these defects as we have 
found are decidedly not those which arise from reckless work- 
manship or supervision, or from continued neglect to make 
repairs, but are rather chiefly due to imperfect design. This 
we attribute to a failure to appreciate the real demands of 
hygiene, in consequence of which-no rational attempt has been 
made to devise apparatus which should satisfy those demands. 

We can say no word in defence of most of the systems of 
ventilation found. While admitting that the heating is usually 
fairly good, as to the ventilation, we do not find that in the 
buildings now reported there is any, worthy of being classed as 
even passable. 

We have made careful examination of the plumbing and 
drainage of some forty buildings, and herewith submit state- 
ments of the conditions found with estimated cost of necessary 
improvements. Much of this work should be begun at once. 

The modifications needful to. secure improved heating and 
ventilation involve such changes that our progress in that part 
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has been somewhat slower, but we have some twenty buildings 
under consideration and submit reports covering a large part of 
these, with the estimates of cost based upon detailed plans and 
specifications. 

Your committee’s report is not the first rendered on this sub- 
ject. The Health Department has been unremitting in its 
exertions to have this subject taken up with a sincere intention 
to carry out reforms long regarded as imperative and not 


proper to be put off a single day. The matter has been. 


referred to in frequent annual reports of the department, 
especially that of 1890, which includes the copy of a notable 
special report to the City Council on this subject, and which 
attracted wide attention at that time. We may add that the 
danger attending a delay of this work is greater now than it 
was then, because the conditions allowed by the citizens to 
continue at that time are still continuing to inflict a cumulative 
harmful effect on body and mind. 


PLUMBING AND DRAINAGE. 


Within the last twenty years two features have become in- 
corporated in modern plumbing which may justly be called the 
sine qua non of house drainage. 


The Soil-pipe Haxtension. 


The first of these is the soil-pipe extension, the prolongation 


of the main waste-pipe in its full size up through the house 
and above the roof, where it terminates in an anoHettiined open- 
ing in the outer air. 


The Main Trap. 


The second of these is the main trap, properly placed be- 
tween the house and the sewer, protecting the former from 
sewer air, which, but for it, would find its way into the house 
through imperfect joints in the drain and waste pipes. 

These two essentials mitigate a multitude of plumbing faults. 
Where they have been applied, slight defects, which in their 
absence would be actively dangerous, are rendered of little ac- 
count. They are both required by law, but through a strange 
misunderstanding of the real function of the main trap, it is 
considered permissible to place it within the house, and by the 
majority of plumbers is regularly placed in the cellar. We 
strongly condemn placing the main trap inside the building. 

In the sketch, Fig. 1, it is shown how sewer air forced out 
of defective joints in the drain-pipe outside of the building is 
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Section through the outside wall of a building showing the main trap wrongly 
placed inside of the house. Sewer air, indicated by arrow heads, is seen pentrating 
the house by following the line of drain, having escaped from points between the 


house and the sewer. ;

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drawn into the latter by aspzration, due to the natural tendency 
of buildings when warmed to attract towards themselves cur- 
rents of air, including ground air, from every external source. 
It may be Mericd that the joints in the outside drain may be 
made tight; but to make them tight and to keep them so is 
very difficult, and at the best there will remain an uncertainty 
in regard to results which is wholly removed by the construc- 
tion shown in Fig. 2, which is drawn to a smaller scale, where 
the trap is placed in a trap vault outside of the house. The 
cut shows how the sewer air, in case there should be any leak- 
age, is intercepted, carried off, and discharged above the roof 
by the soil-pipe itself. 
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Effect of attempting to join lead or 
iron pipe to earthen or tile drain-pipe. 


The drain. 


Tile and earthenware pipes and masonry drains are unsuitable 
for any part of the system of drains on the house side of the 
main trap, for the reason that it is not practicable to make such 
drains tight. Iron pipes jointed with lead solidly calked are 
alone suitable for underground work in buildings, as well as for 
the main upright and branches liable to be concealed. The 

effect of attempts to join iron pipes to earthen drains is shown 
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in Fig. 3, where the iron pipe under the stress of expansive 
movement in both directions has shattered the cement joint, 
giving free escape to the foul air within. |

Joints. 


The best practice requires that all joints of waste pipes 
should be calked or soldered in order to make them durable 
and air tight. Joints of lead to iron are made by soldering the 
lead to brass, and by calking the brass to the iron by means 
of a ring of soft lead, poured into the joint in a molten state

and calked when cold. As a rule the brass sleeves used for 
this purpose are altogether too weak, and yield under the heavy 
pressure generated by the process of calking, and often the 
ane space is not properly filled with lead. See Figs 4, 7, 
and 8, 
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Traps. 

All traps should be made of metal. Common defects of 
traps are found in screw joints or couplings improperly packed. 
Fig. 6 shows types of perfect traps. In each of these the 
clean-out screw is water sealed; that is, it is under the water 
purposely retained by the trap to form a barrier against the 
foul air of the drain. 
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A group of bad joints. 


The advantage of this construction is, that if the screw should 
not be tight, it will leak water, which will sooner or later be 
detected, and to stop which the joint must be made tight. 

In the other cases shown (see Fig. 5), which are examples of 
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traps in regular use, and which form at least 99 per cent. of 
those put into construction to-day, slight leaks of sewer air, 
which are difficult to detect, regularly exist, except where ac- 
cident has made the trap tight, or unusual care has been taken 
to pack the joints. Leather.is useless as a packing material. 
Paper gaskets, made in imitation of leather, are widely used, 
but both materials are utterly unsuitable. 


Listures. Apparatus. 


Providing the essentials to a system of plumbing which are 
above described are faithfully carried out and proved under 
test, the design of the fixtures is of little importance, provided 
that each one is separately trapped. Individual preferences 
inay have unlimited scope in the choice of bowls, water-closets, 
etc. 


Location and Ventilation. 


Providing the space which contains them is properly venti- 
lated, it is of minor importance where plumbing fixtures, in- 
cluding water-closets and urinals, are located. It is often held 
that they should be placed in a detached or semi-detached wing 
of the’ main building. This is often inconvenient, and, in our 


opinion, is based upon a want of knowledge of, or thoughtless- — 


ness with reference to, the principles of ventilation. It is 
simply necessary to locate plumbing so as to utilize the natural 
aspirating tendency of every building: to place the fixtures 
near a central warm-air shaft which has a sufficient outlet, so 
that they and the rooms containing them are in the path of the 


out-going air, which path must be made the most sure, direct, 


and easy of all. 

It follows that the ventilation of these enclosures should be 
effected by aspiration alone, the air flowing in from all the 
surrounding corridors or spaces to replace the air removed by 
aspiration, and making reverse movement impossible. Where 
a plenum system is in regular use, the outward aspirating 
moyement is made still more positive. 


PRESENT CONDITION OF PLUMBING AND DRaArNaGeE. 


Without doubt the loudest complaints proceed from the con- 
dition of the detached privies and urinals, which, once the best 
things which could be afforded, are inheritances of the past, 
long since condemned in general practice, but still afflicting 
many school-houses and their neighborhoods as pestilential 
nuisances. The affliction is made more difficult to endure from 
the fact that sewers are now available in almost every street, 
and there is no excuse for continuing such a system, At- 
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tempts have been made with some success in many of the old 
privies to make them tight and provide a sewer connection with 
flushing arrangements. Even in these cases, however, frost 
prevents cleanliness, the urinals remaining frozen for long 
periods and becoming active nuisances during the continuance 
of a thaw. 
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School-house yard. Noisome privy, very injurious to the neighborhood. 


We recommend the immediate abolition of all unsewered, 
unflushed privies and urinals still remaining. Furthermore, 
we advocate the abolishing of the detached privies altogether 
in the cases of girls’ schools, and of the boys’, also where | space 
and arrangements will permit of modern closet-ranges being 
placed within the buildings. Where space cannot be spared, 
we propese the closing-in of the out-houses, warming them 
so that freezing, with due care, will be impossible, and pro- 
viding such ventilation that with the substitution of well-flushed 
closet-ranges and urinals“not only the comfort of the pupils 
will be secured, but all source of annoyance to the schools 
themselves and to the surrounding neighborhood will dis- 
appear. 

There is also much just complaint from the imperfect condi- 
tion of interior privies, notwithstanding that the vaults are 
arranged to be flushed. ‘They require reconstruction and 
ventilation. 

Entirely apart from these privies and urinals there is in most 
of the school-houses a distinct system of plumbing, which has 


5? 
been modernized by degrees under the stimulus of the Board 
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of Health’s inspections. This system includes sinks on all the 
floors, and water-closets, usually in the basement, for the © 
separate use of the teachers. As a rule these plumbing 
systems are in fairly good condition, the chief defects being in 
the improper location of the main trap, which is faulty, as in 
Fig. 1, and in the style of traps in their adaptation to fixtures, 
and their connections, which embody the defects shown in 
Figs. 5 and 8. Nearly all will require more or less repairs to 
make them assuredly safe, but we have not found serious 
defects general, except in those cases known to be the worst, 
thanks to the main trap and the soil-pipe extension. We 
anticipate that those buildings admitted to be in better condi- 
tion will require but moderate expenditure to bring this branch 
of their sanitary apparatus up to the standard condition. 

Before leaving this subject, we want it understood that we 
do not deny the existence of serious defects in particular cases, 
but that we consider the condition of the plumbing, etc., to be 
better than was to be anticipated in view of the prevailing 
sentiment in regard to it. We are able to refer to one case 
of a teacher resigning her position on account of the alleged 
dangerous state of the plumbing. Careful examination on 
our part failed to discover any grounds for this mistaken 
opinion. On the other hand, we have found some buildings 
lacking either the soil-pipe extension or the main trap, or 
both; and some with earthen drains added to these deficien- 
cies. If cases lice these came within the observation of 
the Health Department in their inspections of private houses, 
alterations would be peremptorily ordered with the alternative 
of closing the building against all occupation. It is a fact 
that the Department has kept track of these dangerous spots, 
reporting them to the Super intendent of Public Buildings, but 
the excuse is that there is not sufficient available money to put 
them in a condition of safety. We have been able to examine 
many of these cases, and our recommendations concerning 
them will be found below. 


\ 


VENTILATION. 


Until a comparatively recent date, neither architects nor 
heating men have appreciated either the necessity of generous 
ventilation or the advantages which accrue from it to the health 
of body, the vigor of mind, and the temper of spirit of those 
who enjoy its benefits. Most of the school-houses which we 
have examined were built when most people looked upon ven- 
tilation as a luxury rather than as a necessity which none 
could afford to be without. At that time a supply of ten cubie 
feet per capita per minute was fixed by the authorities as a

maximum requirement. At the present time a per capita sup- 
ply of thirty cubic feet is regarded as the lowest safe minimum ; 
and this fact is neither based upon conjecture nor theory, but has 
been established by repeated practical trials on a large scale. 
The extent of work imposed on yonr committee is indicated 
by the simple statement of such facts. It seems to us to be a 
culpable error to recommend any changes or expenses, which 
would yield results below the commonly accepted minimum 
standards of to-day, and which must soon fall so far short of 
acknowledged hygienic requirements as to call for further revis- 
ion of system and expenditure of money. It must prove less 
costly to do the work to be done in these older buildings once 
and well, than to partly do it now, and, after years of only 
partial satisfaction, to again attempt further improvement. 


Movement of the Air. 


Since there can be no motion without force to overcome 
inertia, give direction, and overcome the resistances set up by 
entry, friction, and discharge, it is obvious that power and 
some means of producing power are indispensable. In ventila- 
tion the two chief sources of power are the heated shaft 
(aspirating shaft) and the fan driven by some kind of motor. 


~The Aspirating Shaft. 


This is the most convenient source of power, because de- 
manding no special skill in attendance. The fuel cost of 
generating heat sufficient for effective aspiration is, however, 
too great for economical use in such plants as require steam 
boilers, and where skilled attendance may be had. 

It is not uncommon to establish small separate aspirating 
shafts from the several rooms of one building, heating them by 
steam-coils. But the disadvantage of this plan is that the flues 
being short and the coils limited for want of space, the aspirat- 
ing effect is weak. : 


The Fan. 


Mechanical ventilation is generally recommended by your 
committee, not only because it is the most reliable in action, 
but also because it is the most economical both in the con- 
struction required and in the working or running expenses of 
ventilation, and because it requires less flue space for successful 
working than any other system. By it ventilation is made 
largely independent of the fickleness of the wind’s direction 
and force, and of temperature fluctuations; the areas of con- 
duits may be made smaller than for gravity ventilation by as 
much as the velocity of air-flow by mechanical means exceeds 
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that by gravity means; and if special heat is to be applied to i 

cause or accelerate ventilating currents, that heat may be much 

more effectively used in driving a fan than in heating waste air 

as it escapes outboard. The heat which warms a cubic foot of | 

air one degree would, if expended in mechanical energy, do 

work in propulsion effect on that volume of air equal to lifting 

fourteen pounds through a distance of one foot (hence called 

14-foot pounds). One degree elevation of temperature would 

effect next to nothing in the desired ventilating work. ‘en- 

foot pounds mechanically expended on each cubic foot of air 

moved by a fan are enough to effect, in a well-designed system, 

the best of ventilating results. When the exhaust-steam of an a 
engine driving a fan is used for heating purposes, the cost of 
motive power is made almost nil. 


Hleating the Air. ; , 


If the building be already properly heated, to ventilate it 
there is needed only additional means for warming the incoming 
fresh air to a suitable degree. 


Air Ducts and Flues. 


It is important that the air passages have sufficient cross- 
section area to allow the air to flow without excessive pressure 
or friction. In the case of the aspirating shaft, the obtainable 
velocity does not exceed three hundred and fifty (350) lineal 
feet per minute for mild weather to six hundred (600) for cold 
weather. ‘The smaller the flue, the less the speed, also. With 
the fan, these velocities may be raised to five hundred (500) or 
one Caner (1,000) lineal feet without waste of power. 


Inlets and Outlets. 


These should have such an area and be so placed and fur- 
nished as to prevent the formation of troublsome draughts. 


PRESENT CONDITION OF THE HEATING AND VENTILATING 
APPARATUS. 


The condition of the appliances for warming the buildings 
has been found analogous to that of the plumbing arrange- 
ments. There is a commendable degree of excellence of con- 
struction in the installations found, Stat such deficiencies exist 
in their design, that the ventilation, which in our climate is 
largely dependent upon the method of heating, is hampered 
thereby and made altogether inadequate. We find less com- 
plaint of want of proper warming of school-houses than of 


’ 
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their ventilation. The ventilation has been kept in a sub- 
ordinate position; has been treated as an incident of the heat- 
ing rather than as an essential prerequisite to occupation. It 


has, in the buildings under 
consideration, had no de- 
velopment beyond the point 
of serving as a mere trans- 
ferrer of heat. When heat is 
wanted fresh air is admitted, 
because it fetches the heat 
along with it, and for the 
same reason it is shut off 
when no more heat is wanted. 
That is not ventilation, be- 
cause ventilation requires 


that the inflow of fresh air 


rooms are occupied.

The impracticability of an attempt to increase the supply of 
air by utilizing the present hot-air pipes is graphically shown 


by the diagram, Fig. 9, in 


which appear the relative proper 


areas of the ducts for use respectively with the fan and the 
aspirating shaft when ventilation is required, and for heating the 
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hot air with incidental ventilation as ‘actually existing in the 
majority of school-houses. But the size of the old hot-air pipes 
is not the only obstacle which they interpose; they are so 
arranged in connection with the heaters as to fix the tempera- 
ture of the air supply at from about 125° to 150° Fahr., which 
is much too high for use in the contemplated improvements, 
since it leads now to these ducts being shut off at the registers 
most of the time to prevent over-heating. Consequently, the 
present pipes do very little to prevent the accumulation of ‘ex- 
hausted, fetid air, which it is the province of ventilation to 
accomplish. 
Coat—Rooms. 


An insuperable obstacle to the introduction of good ventila- 
tion in many of the older buildings is the absence of coat- 
rooms, and the use of the corridors as substitutes for them, 
where masses of clothing have-to be stored during school hours. 
This is a condition which must be abolished. . 

In some instances suitable coat-rooms may be arranged in 
the basement, an inconvenience undoubtedly, but one which 
we see no present way to avoid; in others we have advised 
the addition of a small wing to the building, the class-rooms 
being too small to afford any space for closet room, and there 
being no other available space. 


Plenum Ventilation. 


We have, so far as practicable, made use of existing 
arrangements found in the several buildings, adapted them to 
the new and larger work proposed, and supplemented them as 
necessary to insure the desired results. We believe that the 
proposed ventilating work can, in general, best be done by 
making the system stronger on the supply than on the dis- 
charge side. The results to be obtained by a predominating 
exhaust action, though to be secured by means less costly and 
occupying less basement space than the plenum apparatus 
recommended, would yet prove so inferior and costly in action 
that unless forced by circumstances we have not recom- 
mended it. 

Without a large increase in the area of the supply ducts, 
a strong exhaust action must induce an excessive inflow of 
outside air through wall, window, and door leakage, such 
leakage tending to settle and to produce chilliness near the 
floor, while the concentrated currents of heated air issuing 
from the hot-air registers would rise toward the ceiling and 
superheat that unused part of rooms. 

When the predominating action is made on the side of the 
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supply, and the discharge ducts are proportioned with refer- 
ence to the maintenance of a slight plenum within the building 
the conditions incident to a vacuum method of ventilation are 
reversed, inward leakage being. reduced or stopped, floors 
bemg made warmer, and the best conditions for maximum 
working economy being obtained. 

It is further believed by us that in general a surer distribu- 
tion of air can be effected by the plenum method of ventilation 
than by the vacuum; that it will be less subject to interference 
through wind action, the opening of doors or windows, ete., 
and that it will tend to insure air-flow in the desired direction 
through sanitaries. For such reasons we have placed the ven- 
tilating mechanism and apparatus chiefly in the basements, or at 
the supply ends of the systems, and have of necessity encroached 
upon basement space not originally planned for such purpose. 


In GENERAL. 


We believe that the benefits to life and health obtainable 
through a generous ventilation of the city’s school-rooms cannot 
fail to justify any expenditure it may necessarily involve, and 
that it would be difficult to name any other equally large and 
lasting return from such an investment as is required for the 
purpose. 

The fuel cost of fair ventilation, apart from the necessary 
heating of buildings, may be put at one-third of a cent a day 


oa 
for ae scholar, and the cost of the necessary installation and 


its maintenance, together with the interest on such cost, may 


be safely estimated at an equal sum, making a total of about 
three cents a week per capita. 

That any such or greater cost should be made an excuse for 
depriving the city’s children of the abundance of fresh air their 
most vigorous health demands would, in the opinion of your 
committee, be a grave reproach on parental nature and govern- 
mental morality. 


It may be urged against such plans as we propose for the 


effective ventilation eh school-houses, that the care and use of 


apparatus called for will necessitate the employment of higher 
grade and better paid janitors than are now in charge of such 
buildings, and that this must involve a radical change in the 
personnel of that force. 

Your committee are pleased to report that many of the 
present janitorial corps are thoroughly qualified to properly use 
and care for such apparatus as is required or may be designed 
for the ventilating work proposed, and that with slight train- 
ing others would, doubtless, be able to take charge of such 
apparatus. 
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Because results depend quite as much on the use as on the 
design of a ventilating system, your committee believe it to be 
pusential to the successful issue of the undert: iking entrusted to_ 
them, that those to whom the use of heating and ventilating 
systems shall be committed shall be chosen with exclusive 
reference to proved competence and faithfulness. 

They believe that personal favoritism and “ political pull” 
disqualify rather than qualify a public servant for an exacting 
performance of the duties for which he is legitimately employed; 
and that with the practice of janitorial appointment, chiefly 
through personal or political preference, there must inevitably 
be linked a lax regard of the rights of the public whose taxes 
purchase the apparatus and pay the salary, and also of the 
rights of scholars and teachers immediately affected by the 
manner of the performance of janitorial duty. The interests of 
the two hundred to eight hundred for whose welfare the janitor 
is paid to provide, transcend those of the employee, and must 
be given corresponding consideration. . 

Your committee further believe that by employing janitors 
possessing insufficient skill and faithfulness to properly use and 
care for the simple mechanism required in school ventilation, 
the city is paying dearly for the service even now rendered. In 
the important matter of coal consumption, it will be found that 
the skilled employee is cheaper than the low-priced and un- 
skilled fireman. If the low paid help makes six pounds of 
steam from each pound of coal burned, and the more skilled 
help makes eight pounds of steam with the same coal, the un- 
skilled man must burn one-third more than the skilled for the - 
same results. Thus, for a building using under good manage- 
ment 150 tons of coal a year, 200 tons would be required with 
poor firing, and 50 tons of coal would be one of the extra prices 
paid for the low grade man. ‘The deterioration of boilers and 
other parts of the steam and ventilating apparatus might easily 
be enough greater under the low-priced man to add one per 
cent. of the cost of the apparatus to the cost of its maintenance, 
or $100 for an installation costing $10,000. Economy demands 
that the city’s coal should be effectively burned and that the 
city’s property should be skilfully and conscientiously cared for. 

We have been particularly struck by the seeming want of 
intelligent supervision or actual knowledge of existing condi- 
tions, by higher authority than a building inspector. For 
example, tees is a Primary School-house wth a stone’s throw 
of the State House without a pretence of fire- -escapes. Over 
the hot-air furnaces which heat the building are two wooden 
staircases close together leading to the upper rooms. In case 
of fire, the stairs would certainly burn first, and the little 
children with their teachers have the upper story windows to

jump from as their only chance of escape. Would the School 
Board allow of such criminal carelessness if it knew it? And 
yet this is one of the oldest school-houses in the city. 

Again, there are other school-houses in a more dangerous 
condition because they have a pretence of fire-escapes the 
uselessness of which is not generally understood. This: is a 
locked, folding, perpendicular ladder connecting the different 
plntinnms by which children from. six years of age up are to 
save themselves, say fifty of them in a room, and ‘the fire per- 
haps spreading as quickly as in the Pope building just burned. 
The key must be found-and the ladder unlocked and dropped 
into position, while the children are waiting above to face a 
perhaps greater peril than they leave Bewrnde The intention 
may have been good, but there was an utter lack of intelligence 
somewhere, Hdl an entire waste of the city’s money in allow- 
ing these constructions to be built. very such fire-escape on 
our school-houses should come down at once, and the simplest 
kind of a staircase put in between the platforms, as recom- 
mended by Mr. Edward Atkinson, and on which there is no 
patent, and which could probably be built at a fraction of the 
cost of the present ones. We shall make a complete report to 
you in a few days regarding the fire-escapes of all the city 
school-houses. 

We notice that it is proposed to replace in some cases and 
extend in others the fire-alarm system to the school-houses. 
We are disposed to question whether money laid out for in- 
creasing the safety of the children and teachers in case of fire 
would not be more advantageously expended in the erection of 
proper fire-escapes, and in alterations of the interior construc- 
tion calculated to restrain the spread of fire. These seem of 
first importance, because the escape of all the inmates depends 
upon the maintenance of protection for only 90, or in the worst 
cases for 150 seconds. It would be impossible for the firemen 
to reach the building and erect their ladders within this time, 
to which must be added the time needed to reach the box and 
give the alarm ‘There are many buildings with their staircases 
so well arranged that there is no need of fire-escapes, but in all 
we think extra precautions might be taken to prevent the 
spread of fire and smoke, especially by providing fire-proof doors 
and partitions to the Rees mente In all public buildings the 
chief dangers to the occupants in case of fire are panic and 
smoke before fire has really taken possession. It would seem 
clear that the first steps taken to improve the safety of old 
buildings should be in the direction of improving the modes of | 
egress and of preventing the spread of smoke and suffocating 
gases, with the object of insuring ample time for the escape of 
all the occupants without aid from the firemen. 
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Inside the buildings are constantly met conditions showing 
lack of expert knowledge and judgment in permitting certain 
things to be done in the way they are, and in continuing old 
methods that would not be allowed an instant in progressive 
private work. y 

We believe that the city’s financial and sanitary interests 
have, in some instances, seriously suffered through the lack of 
a well-organized and ordered system of administration in 
matters relating to the erection and repairing of its public 
buildings. The absence of a clearly defined authority empower- 
ing and obligating existing departments of the public service to 
order or execute the work which would properly be assigned to 
them, has made the shifting and evasion of responsibility easy, 
and has resulted in a confusion and hindrance inseparable from 
a temporizing or irresponsible method of dealing with such 
matters. 

The committee has dwelt on this matter at considerable 
length, because if the scheme of improvement which they 
advise is to be carried out, its present and future success must 
depend on more intelligent, progressive, and interested super- 
vision that at present exists. 

In our work we have been mindful of the public trust 
imposed upon us because of the obligation of the Government 
toward the occupants of school-houses, and to that obligation 
we have sought to conform our work. 

Because teachers and scholars are present in such buildings 
under governmental or public compulsion, the public is placed 


under a corresponding obligation to surround them with the ~ 


best of hygienic conditions, and those to whom the designing 
of means for securing such conditions is committed are also 
under obligation to recommend only the best and surest means 


to such an end.

Referring to that part of our report which is descriptive of 
methods and types of apparatus : 

We find that all buildings in this list have no adequate 
ventilating apparatus; the ducts and pipes, though ample for 
heating, are not suited for, and cannot be made sufficient for 
ventilation. Consequently, more or less extensive alterations 
are in all cases demanded and are here provided for. 

As to the plumbing, the defects are generally imperfect 
Joints, improper location of the main trap, and in some in- 
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stances earthen drains and putty joints; as a rule the traps 
belong to the class designated in the figures as “bad.” All old 
privy vaults are remodelled or replaced by new apparatus ; 
many of those outside are abandoned. 

In all the following, besides the changes specified, ventilating 
apparatus is to be added and is included :

Limited space for ducts and unavoidable length and angles 
of vent ducts make it necessary to use an aspirating as well as 
plenum fan. 


Plumbing. 
Excepting the rain-water drains, which are new and good, 
the entire plumbing must be replaced. Defects are old earthen

better than that usually found in buildings arranged and 
equipped with chief reference to heating. 

The changes proposed include a new boiler and vertical flue, 
primary heater, fan and engine, with distributing air mains con- 
nected with present heating chambers and the new ducts for air 
supply ; also additional provision for air discharge and the ven- 
tilation of coat-rooms, and automatic control of temperature. 


Plumbing. 


The outside sanitaries-are to be removed and new water- 
closet ranges and urinals are to be provided inside the build- 
ing, and present sinks are to be removed and new trap-drain 
and trap-vaults furnished. 


CHAPMAN GRAMMAR SCHOOL, Euraw STREET, Hast Boston. 


Heating and Ventilation. 


The system of heating is direct. There are no ducts for the 
supply of air to the rooms. Eureka ventilators in the walls 
seem to be generally unused. The discharge ducts were found 
to move from 140 to 342 cubic feet of air an hour per capita in 
the old part, and from 250 to 470 in the new part. 

The hallways, though very contracted, are used as coat- 
rooms. 

The steam-plant is apparently in fair condition, except 
perhaps, the returns, which are buried and may need renewal. 

The recommendations for this building are a new boiler and 
chimney, primary heater, fan and engine, and main and dis- 
tributing ducts and up-takes for the supply of air to all rooms 
in the old and the new parts of the building, with provision for 
extension of the same to the new wing to be shortly erected. 
Also discharge ducts from rooms and sanitaries, the release of 


the halls from coat-room uses and arrangements for providing 
coat-rooms in the basement. 
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Plumbing. 


The old outside building and vaults are to be removed and 
new water-closet ranges and urinals to be installed:in the build- 
ing, and all plumbing is to be renewed throughout. 

Evior AND Ware GRAMMAR ScHOOLS, NortH BENNET 
STREET. 


Heating and Ventilation. 


These buildings are warmed by furnaces, and ventilation is 
almost wholly by means of open windows. ‘The plans formu- 
lated for the improvement in these buildings involve the 
substitution of steam for furnace heating, including three 
boilers, a new chimney, a fan and engine; and primary heater 
for each building, secondary coils with mixing dampers, dis- 
tributing mains and up-takes for supply and vent flues for the 
discharge ventilation, and better ventilation of coat-rooms. 

The surroundings of these buildings are such that the freest 


sort of ventilation will not insure to them a supply of sweet air. 


Plumbing. 


The old outside vaults are to be abandoned, the building is 
to be enlarged and warmed and furnished with an independent 
vent shaft and new water-closet ranges and urinals are to be 
added. ‘The inside plumbing is good, but some fixtures must 


be renewed. 


LOWELL GRAMMAR SCHOOL, CENTER STREET, ROXBURY. 


Heating and Ventilation. 


The steam system of this building is adequate for its present 
uses and seems to be in fair order and well cared for. Adequate 
air supply for needed ventilation can be had only through 
windows. With closed windows the carbonic acid proportions. 
reach from 124 parts to 20 in 10,000 and the temperature of 
air supply on a mild day varied from 112 to 147. 

The vent ducts throughout the building are of generous size, 
but the major part of them are so long and crooked as to be of 
small working value. The extension of the main shafts through 
the attic are made up of open board-work. 

The plans submitted for this building include a change in the 
position of one boiler, a new vertical boiler and chimney stack, 
a primary coil, with fan and engine and distributing mains and 
up-takes, the use of the present heaters and air-pipes for warm- 
ing and ventilating work, new discharge vents from the main 


hall, the iron sheathing of the attic air shafts, a discharge fan, 
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and gas engine or other motor for running the same, and the 
better ventilation of coat-rooms. 


Plumbing. 


The old vaults are to be removed and new water-closets, 
rangers, and urinals are to be installed inside, and a new drain 
to be laid. The plumbing in this building is good. 


Outp MatHer Primary ScHoot,— Mertine-Hovuse HI, 
DORCHESTER. 


Tleating and Ventilation. 


This building is warmed by direct steam-heat and ventilated 
by Eureka ventilators and exhaust shafts, the latter of such size 
and effectiveness as to make the warming of the building diffi- 
cult. Many of the school-rooms are often closed on this 
account. 


A new boiler and chimney-stack are advised, and primary 


coil, with fan and engine, distributing and up-take flues for air 
Supply, the closing of outside wall inlets, the use of present 
vent shafts and the better ventilation of sanitary-rooms and of 
coat-rooms. 

PLUMBING. 


Replace present inside vaults with water-closet ranges and 
urinals, and lay new drain and furnish trap-vault. 


MEAD—STREET PRIMARY SCHOOL, CHARLESTOWN. 
FHleating and Ventilation. 
This building is heated by furnaces not designed with refer- 
ence to ventilating-work. 
An improved pattern of furnace adapted to such work is to 
be substituted for the old, and new supply and vent ducts are 


to be constructed and ventilation of the sanitary and coat- 
rooms provided for.

The steam plants of this building seem to be in excellent 
condition and the building is warmed without difficulty. The 
arrangements for ventilation are those usually found in our 
city school buildings of more recent construction, 


“ 
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The ventilating arrangements were designed with reference 
to the vacuum method, one discharge fan for each wing being 
provided for that purpose. For the sake of architectural 
effects, these fans were made to discharge air in the face of 
westerly winds, the presence of which is often such as to 
reverse the air-flow and to stop the fans. The air tests within 
rooms, when closed and in the best of ventilating weather, give 
16 parts in 10,000 of carbonic acid. The sanitaries being 
vented by separate fans into the same discharge with the 
rooms, every reversal of flow carries the foul air and odors 
into the building. 

The changes advised are a construction of discharge shaft 
which shall facilitate air flow, increase in the area of discharge 
and supply flues, mechanical supply of air through distributing 
conduits, a primary heater with fan and engine, a large boiler 
for power purposes, and automatic control of temperature. 


Plumbiny. 


The joints in the plumbing work are found to be defective 
and leaky. All iron uprights and drain-pipes are to be taken 
- down and -refitted. New urinals are to be installed and 
furnished with new ventilation. Otherwise the plumbing and 
fixtures are good. 


Cook Primary ScHooL, GROTON STREET, Boston. 


Heating and Ventilation. 


This building is furnace heated and is ventilated chiefly by 
means of windows. 

The plans offered propose steam-heat, mechanical ventilation 
with indirect warming, and regulation of temperature by mix- 
ing dampers, the erection of air ducts and flues for supply and 
discharge ventilation, including sanitaries and coat-rooms.

New Martuer ScHoor, Merretinc—House HIt1,

Fleating and Ventilation. 


The heating system of this building is defective in boiler- 
power, and the ventilation is as defective as in the average 
building of its type. 
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The recommendations include the removal of the present in- 
efficient boilers and the erection of two new ones and a chimney, 
primary heater, fan, engine, distributing mains and up-takes, 
vent-ducts for Fane -rooms, NORTE GING and sanitaries, and 
automatic temperature control.

Old plumbing-pipes for sinks, etc., to be recalked, otherwise 
all plumbing is good. 


EpwarpD EVERETT SCHOOL, DORCHESTER. 


Heating and Ventilation. 


The steam plant is in poor condition, the heating arrange- 
ments are indirect with the exception of the audience hall which 
is direct with Eureka ventilators. It is proposed to remove 
the present boiler and furnish two new ones, and to provide a 
new chimney for the same, and to supplement the work of the 
present indirect heating system by mechanical ventilation and 
new up-takes, to enlarge the flues now used for discharge 
ventilation and to provide for the ventilation of the auditorium 
and for the newly arranged sanitaries, and to equip the heating 
system with automatic means for temperature control. 


Plumbing. 


The present drains are earthen. New water-closet ranges 
and urinals should be provided, a new drain and new drain- 
trap. The other plumbing is good. 

In addition to the preceding we have estimated the cost of 
improved sanitation of the Bennett and the Bennett Annex 
School-houses in Brighton, but have not made plans and speci- 
fications, not having been able to find the original buildings

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BUILDINGS TO BE CONDEMNED. 


Baldwin Primary, Chardon place. (See Figs. 12 and 13.) 
The surrroundings of this school-house and its own unsanitary 
condition render it unfit for its use in almost every respect, 
and nothing that the city could do short of purchasing and 
tearing down some of the adjoining buildings will make it 
suitable. But even if this could be done, the sanitation will 
involve a great expense. We conclude that it is impracticable 
to attempt any improvement and advise a new building ona 
new site. Parkman Primary, Silver street,- South Boston. 
Situated on a very narrow street with a high church wall of 
dark Quincy granite exactly in front; yard contracted; high 
buildings on all sides; condition unsanitary. Interior ar- 
rangements could not be worse, and the building hardly worth 
improving for school purposes. 

The condition of these two buildings, their existence as 
school-houses, constitute a reproach to the city. 


BUILDING NEEDING EXTENSIVE REPAIRS. 


Baker-street Primary, West Roxbury. Well situated with 
open surroundings. Building in bad repair ; has an appearance 
of neglect. The neighborhood has a prejudice against this 
little one-room school-house ana attempts have been made to 
burn it down. ‘The use of it for ward-room purposes causes 
great interference with the work of the school. 


We are not in favor of abandoning this building, but believe 


‘it may be altered, repaired, and put in good sanitary condition 


and do good service until the locality becomes more populous.

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REPORT 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF COMMON COUNCIL 


RELATIVE TO 


IMPROVEMENT OF TENEMENT DISTRICTS 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


In Common Councit, March 19, 1896. 


The special committee of the Common Council appointed 
to consider and report relative to the improvement of the 
tenement districts of the city of Boston, having considered 
the subject, respectfully submit the following report : 

The committee have visited several parts of the city, both 
in a body and individually. As regards South Boston an 
examination shows that in those parts of the district where 
commercial enterprises of a manufacturing nature are being 
carried on, there exists the poorest class of tenements. This 
district mainly extends from Dorchester avenue to Federal 
street, and from Broadway to First street — Bolton, Dove, 
and Athens streets being particularly prominent; and there 
is also a similar district on the Dorchester-avenue side of 
South Boston. Some of the tenements in these districts are 
close to or adjoining such places as oil-works, cheap stables, 
etc., the contiguity of which is very unhealthy. 

A manufacturing interest buys an area of land at a com- 
paratively low price, erects thereon a building, and develop- 
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ing that particular section of property in this direction, it is 
soon joined by other manufacturers, and so the tide of busi- 
ness gradually works forward through the section. | Unfor- 
tunately it leaves in its wake numerous dwellings, occupied 
in some cases by the owners, who decline to sell, or, rather, 
decline to move, either because of their ownership, or, if 
lessees, the owner of the property may be getting so fair a 
return for his investment that he does not care to change. 
The result is that in such sections may be found the poorest 
class of tenements. This was vividly shown in the visit of 
the committee to the North End section, where, in behind 
many high buildings, approached by blind alleys or “ holes 
in the wall,” so called, are to be found crowded and un- 
healthy tenements, where the sunlight never reaches the 
rooms. The North End shows in many ways that those 
people who are thoroughly imbued with the spirit of true 
Americanism move out, and as a result this district is being 
repopulated, as a rule, by foreigners, who consider the accom- 
modations possibly as good, or better, than they were accus- 
tomed to in the Old World. It is really peculiar that despite 
the poverty, etc., of these tenements, that people will gladly 
look upon them as a home. 

The practice, too, in the North End among the street vend- 
ers, of keeping the push-carts filled with hay immediately 
under the bunks where they sleep, of cooking, eating, and 
amusing themselves in this same room, and of keeping the 
merchandise which they sell on the street daily also in this 
same room, should certainly be discontinued, as being un- 
healthy and injurious, and liable to result disastrously at 
some time. 

The committee visited numerous tenements and lodging 
houses in this section. One in particular is worthy of 
description. It was behind a high building on one of the 
principal streets. The entrance was behind a hole in the 
wall about fifty feet long. This brought one out into a 
small courtyard about six by fifteen feet, on one side of 
which were vaults. The house itself seemed to have been 
dropped into this small space; and there were only two 
rooms on the lower floor, one about ten feet square, and the 
other about eight by six feet. In these two rooms lived a 
man and wife and four children, ranging from three to fif- 
teen years old. The unhealthy nature of the surroundings, 
and the foul air in all these houses, with no ventilation, are 
really indescribable. On the other hand, they are kept 
comparatively clean, — much cleaner than might be supposed 
from the squalid surroundings. ; 


REportT ON TENEMENT DISTRICTS. 3 


In the South End the committee found a very excellent 
state of affairs existing, as a general rule. The chief com- 
plaint would seem to be the lack of fire- -escapes, and also the 
imperfect construction of the various heating-apparatus in 
these houses. ‘They earnestly recommend that the Building 
Commissioner’s attention be called to this omission as one 
exceedingly important for the safety and health of the public 
property in the vicinity. 

The parts of the tenement districts of Charlestown which 
have been visited by the committee are, as a rule, in fairly 
good and healthy condition, but there are sections of the 
district which can be oreatly improved. Generally speaking 
the people are cleanly and their apartments in fairly good 
condition, but there are certain defects which make parts, at 
least, of the sections visited, unhealthy. This is due in some 
cases to the faulty construction of the buildings themselves, 
and in other cases to the lack of proper drainage, which, of 
course, makes the premises dangerous to the health of the 
tenants. In these sections there are practically no means of 
escape in case of fire, and your committee consider that the 
most disastrous results are possible because of this lack of 
proper fire-escapes, and when combined, in some cases, with 
deplorable sanitary conditions, the welfare of the residents 
demands an immediate improvement. 

The committee found Roxbury to be in a very good state 
from a sanitary standpoint. The character of the dwellings 
is more suburban than urban, and in most cases the houses 
are not occupied by more than one or two families. In the 
more thickly settled portions of the section there are a number 
of tenement-houses, but they are not overcrowded, and they 
are kept in a good healthy condition. The only part of the 
section to which attention should be particularly directed is a 
small district known as Durginville. This contains a num- 
ber of tenement-houses which are in a bad condition, not so 
much from the overcrowding of the tenants, as from the 
unhealthy nature of the surroundings, which has been a 
source of complaint for a number of years, and from the 
defective drainage of some of the houses themselves. This 
district should receive the attention of the Board of 
Health. 

There are other sections of the city in which tenement 
districts, more or less extensive, are to be found, and which 
the committee desire to inspect before they consider that 
they have fully performed the duty assigned them by the 
Common Council. As they have not found it possible thus

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


RECOMMENDING 


THE PASSAGE OF AN ORDER AUTHORIZING THE SUPER- 
INTENDENT OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS TO EXPEND THREE 
HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS 


FOR 


IMPROVEMENTS IN THE SANITATION AND VEN-

CREATING A LOAN THEREFOR. 


City or Boston, OFricEe oF THE Mayor, 
City Haiti, March 23, 1896. 
To the City Council: 


I recently transmitted to you the first report of the expert 
committee on sanitation and ventilation of school-houses 
appointed by me, and which is now printed as City Docu- 
ment 74 of the present year. I heartily endorse the state- 
ment contained in this report that the fact that scholars are 
compelled to be present in school buildings by statutory 
requirement imposes on the public a corresponding obliga- 
tion to surround -them with proper hygienic conditions. 
The work already done by this expert committee makes it 
evident that the cost of putting our school-houses in proper 
condition will be a large one — too large, in fact, to make it 
possible, in the financial condition of the city, to do all the 
work in one year, even if it were feasible or desirable to 
undertake this; but it is of great importance that this work 
should be undertaken at once, and that at least a reasonable 
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proportion of it should be completed before the opening of 
another school year. I urgently recommend that the sum of 
$300,000 necessary for this purpose be appropriated at once 
by the City Council, to be raised by loan and expended in 
making a beginning of this important work. I believe that 
our citizens earnestly demand that this work, which has been 
too long delayed, should now be proceeded with at once ; 
and I shall not only deem it my duty to do everything that 
devolves upon me to promote this object, but to let the pub- 
lic understand where to place the responsibility for any fur- 
ther delay in the matter. As the problem has now been 
sufficiently inquired into by experts, demonstrating beyond 
a doubt the need of the expenditure, it now devolves upon 
the City Council to provide the means necessary for entering 
upon the work. Some of the changes in connection with 
sanitation can be undertaken at once; other improvements 
connected with ventilation cannot be entered upon until the 
schools are closed for the summer; but in order to prepare 
for the large amount of work involved, and to give proper 
time for the preparation and approval of plans and the letting 
of contracts, it is necessary that the money should be made 
available at once. I trust that the City Council will agree 
with me that this urgent need of our schools should be at- 
tended to in advance of everything else. Ifthe money is pro- 
vided, I believe that the public can count upon the necessary 
codperation between the Department of Public Buildings 
and the School Committee to secure the prompt performance 
of the work in a proper and thorough manner, and with as 
much economy as possible. In my opinion, however, it 
would not be good economy for the city of Boston to make 
these Improvements in any but the most approved manner, 
in accordance with the recommendations of the best expert 
advisers obtainable. 

Tenclose herewith a draft of an order authorizing the loan 
recommended, prepared by the Corporation Counsel. In view 
of the fact that the facilities for escape in case of fire are 
now in many cases insufficient, and that it may be desirable

to improve these, in connection with other changes in school. 


buildings, the loan order authorizes expenditure for improve- 
ments in fire-escapes, as well as in ventilation and sanitation. 

In this connection I desire to call the attention of the City 
Council to the fact that no final action has yet been taken 


upon the order providing for the purchase of a playground. 


at the North End, which was passed by the Common Council 
and reached the Board of Aldermen on March 2. The Com- 
mittee on School Houses of the School Committee urgently 


request that this matter be taken up and disposed of, in

PROPOSED NEW TERMINAL PASSENGER 
STATION IN BOSTON. 


In BoarpD OF ALDERMEN, March 30, 1896. 


Ordered, That the officers of the Law Department of the 
city of Boston appear before the Legislative Committee on 
Railroads and advocate the following amendments to the bill 
now pending before that committee providing for a new ter- 
minal station in the city of Boston, viz. : 

That the Boston Terminal Company shall purchase or 
otherwise take in fee all of the land north of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, owned by the Boston & Providence Rail- 
road Corporation, and when the new terminal station and 
the relocation of the tracks of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad shall have progressed sufficiently to be 
used with safety, the said Terminal Company shall convey to 
the city of Boston, without compensation, on the south side 
of Providence street, a strip of land from Park square to 
Berkeley street, of sufficient width to make said Providence 
street an eighty-foot street. 

Said Terminal Company shall also convey to the city of 
Boston, without compensation, sufficient land for a site for a 
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City Hall, which is to be used for the construction of a City 
Hall if so ordered by the City Council, said site to be 
bounded on the north by Providence street and on the south 
by Columbus avenue, the size of said lot to be determined 
by the Board of Street Commissioners. 

Said Terminal Company shall also convey to the city of 
3oston, without compensation, a plat to contain not less than 
twelve thousand (12,000) square feet, bounded by Provi- 
dence street, Park square, Columbus avenue, and the site 
selected for a City Hall. 

Said Terminal Company shall also acquire the puildive 
known as the South Armory, and the land upon which it 
stands, and shall convey in exchange therefor, without fur- 
ther compensation, the same number of square feet of land, 
with a frontage on Providence street, Columbus avenue, or 
Berkeley street, and, ifrequired, one hundred feet greater than 
its present frontage on Irvington street ; or shall, if required, 
purchase or otherwise take in fee, from the property of 
‘the Boston & Albany Railroad, corner of Exeter and Boyl- 
ston streets, sufficient land for the site of said armory. 

Said Terminal Company shall pay the entire cost of the 
plans, specifications, and construction of a new armory, 
and also the salaries of a commission, to consist of three 
commissioners, to be appointed by the Governor, who shall 
also determine the amount of the salaries to be paid said 
commissioners. Said commissioners shall decide upon the 
site, and have the entire charge of the construction of sad 
armory. 

Said Terminal Company shall also sell or otherwise dispose 
of all the land and property north of the Boston & Albany
